Closing league of this city. 

Suit Long Threatened. 

The action has been threatened for some 
weeks. The petition was filed by Walter J. 
Miller, secretary of the executive commit- 
tee of the league, and Robert McMurdy of 
Church, McMurdy & Sherman, attorneys for 
the Hyde Park Protective association, both 
of whom have been active in the fight for 
Sunday closing. 

“Tf quick action is taken,"’ said Attorney 
Miller, “I should not be surprised to see Ald. 
Kenna’s two saloons closed on Sunday within 
two weeks. An order was issued-out of the 
court directing that a summons be issued on 
the defendants to show within seven days 
why the mandamus should not be issued. 

‘(The mayor cannot give any satisfactory 
reasons why he has failed to enforce the 
Sunday closing law. He is up against it and 
so is Ald. Kenna. Of course there may be 
some dilatory pleas filed, but it is only a 
question of time when the mayor will be 
forced to close these saloons and every other 
saloon in Chicago. It is the outcome of the 
long fight by the Rey.

One bullet entered Capt. Macklin’s abdomen, 
the second struck him inthe jaw. The sur- 
geon says that while the wounds are danger- 
ous they are not necessarily: fatal. 


His Company’s Bad Record. 

Capt. Macklin was in command of Company 
C, discharged by order of the president. This 
particular company always had been under 
suspicion, and students of the meager testi- 
mony taken by the inspector general's de- 
partment have insisted that the squad which 
shot up the town of Brownsville certainly 
came from C company. 

Maj. Blocksom of the inspector general's 
department, who made tae first examination 
into the Brownsville case and who sent ina 
report dated Aug. 29, only sixteen days after 
the outbreak, says: 

“I do not think that the commanding and 
other officers and some of the senior non- 
commissioned officers can be blamed for not 
discovering a preconcerted raid. Itis easy to 
gay, in the light of later events, that the 
guard should have been doubled and other 
precautions taken the night of the 13th, but 
wh> could imagine that American soldiers in 
a body would try to murder unoffending 
women and innocent children? 


Hard Man to Wake Up. 


“Capt. Macklin, officer of the day, says 
he went to bed between twenty and ten min- 
utes to midnight; much fatigued, and slept 
through all the uproar until about 1 a. m. 
The first shote were fired a few minutes 
before midnight. It is singular that mem- 
bers of the guard sent to wake him could not 
find him, although as far as he is concerned 
I found no reason to doubt his statement.”’ 

Capt. Macklin enlisted in the ranks and 
was given a commission in 1898. He saw 
service in the Philippines, and was one of 
the officers who served under Gen. “ Jake" 
Smith in the campaign in Samar.

Cats and Will Reach White House. 

The letter referred to in this noie to the po- 
lice was received at the White house on the 
day that the account of the suicide appeared 
in the newspapers. This letter informed the 
president that he might find the will and 
a bank book sewed in the Mning of a basket 
in which the woman had sent her cats to 
the White house. The letter said a quantity 
of jewelry was hidden under the hearth in 
the woman's apartment. 

The president forwarded the letter without 
delay to Mr. Stimson, with orders that he 
should coéperate with the secret service men 
and turn the will and all the property over to 
the public administrator. The undertaker 
wrote to the president about this time want- 
ing to kmow where he should look for his 
pay, and jt was in response to this letter that 
Mr. Roosevelt instructed District Attorney 
Stimson, through Secretary Loeb, that the 
woman should not be buried in a pauper's 
grave. 

A search of the apartment made after the 
president issued these fnstructions brought to 
light about $1,000 worth of jewelry.

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FIRE DESTROYS BIG SCHOOL. 


St. Stanislaus’ Parochial Burns; 
Teachers Get Out in Safety. 


4,000 PUPILS ALL AT HOME, 


Fireman Has Narrow Escape from 
Perishing in Flames. 


Fire between 2 and 3 o'clock this morning 
Gestroyed the big St. Stanislaus parochial 
school at Noble and Bradiey streets. 

For half an hour, while the blaze wag at its 
height, the St. Stanislaus Roman Catholic 
chureh and the adjacent parish residence of 
the Rev. Father Francis Gordon, were in 
imminent danger, but these were saved by the 
strenuous efforts of the firemen. Several 
times the church building was afire, but no 
serious damage was done to it. 

The school building was a seven story brick 
structure, covering one-half a block. The 
loss is estimated at $250,000. 


4,000 Pupils; 100 Teachers. 

Four thousand day pupils, chiefly of Polish 
parentage, attend the school, but none of 
these was in the building at the time the fire 
started. | 

Qme hundred sisters who conduct the school 
under the genera! direction of Sister Superior 
Rogeria had their sleeping apartments on 
the top floor of the building. They were able 
to escape quickly—some by means of the rear 
stairway and others by way of the fire es- 
cape. One of the teachers, Sister Maria, was 
ii, and she was carried out by Patrolman 
Frank Livens of the Rawson street station. 

The women barely had escaped from the 
building when the flames, which for a time 
had been confined to the front, started up at 
the rear. The frightened women ran helf 
clad to the parish house, where Fr. Gordon 
gave them shelter. 


Fireman Has Narrow Escape. 
One fireman had a narrow escape from 
death. He was Lieut. James F. Miller of 
truck 10. He wag trying to find a lead for a 
line of hose and went up the building on a fire 
escape to the top floor. He climbed in 
through a window and thence went through 

a hatchway to the roof of the structure. 
He had hardly gained the roof when the 
flames burst out al! around him, shutting off 
his escape. The blase from the coping drove 


him toward the center of the roof an@-he had | 


tho vost again wars the cote: ie edge of 
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climbed another fire escape, and one of the 
men, standing on the shoulders of @ brother 
fireman, reached through the blaze at the 
coping and pulled Mijler to safety.

Discovered by Neighbor. 


The fire was discovered by Victor Bardow- | 


ski, a Gruggist at 688 Noble street. He 
saw the flames in the basement of the school 
and hastened to turn in an alarm. He also 
gave the alarm to the teachers. 

Shortly thereafter Policeman Loreng and 
a switchman in the Northwestern railway 
yarde nearby wefe om hand to aid in the work 
of spreading the alarm. Locomotive whis- 
thes about Elston avenue were blown and 
these arovBed many residents of the neighbor- 
hood. 

As soon as the fire appeared to be gaining 
on them a general alarm was sounded and 
this was followed shortly afterward by spe- | 
cial calls for additional apparatus. 


Four Houses Set on Fire. 

At 3 o'clock a portion of one wall of the 
school building fell on four houses facing 
Bradley street, setting them all on fire, The 
occupants had previously moved their ef- 
fects into the street and the loss will be con- 
fined to the frame structures. 

Kneeling in the streets about the burning 
building while the flames were highest were 
hundreds of Polish women offering audible 
prayers that the destruction of the school 
might cease. They prayed also for the 
safety of the church. 


Lighted Cigar May Have Started It. 

The possibility that the fire was started by 
a lighted cigar was advanced by members of 
the church. In the evening one of the many 
Societies affiiated with the church held? a 
meeting and it is believed that a member 
might have gone to the basement to smoke 
and dropped a lighted cigar among. some 
paper or rage. 

The school building was erected in 1896. 
In conjunction with the church building and 
grounds, the St. Stanislaus property, includ- 
ing real estate, is valued at $3,000,000. The 
church structure ig one of the best known 
of the Roman Catholic buildings in Chicago. 
It was built in 1874.

Politicians Are Blamed. 


A host of miscellaneous votes wag re- 
ceived late in the day. Nearly all of the 
voters demanded in strong terms an imme- 
diate settlement of the long drawn out ques- 
tion. Most of the comments charged pol- 
iticians with delaying the settlement for 
personal reasons, and asked for better car 
service immediately for the purpose of taking 


the controversy out of politics, if for no | 


other reason. Better car service was the 
almost universal demand of the voluntary 
voters. 

One voter, L. J. Meyer, became enthusias- 
tic over the idea of getting a vote before the 
people immediately, and went at noon among 
his nearby business friends to get their opin- 
ions.

He said the people of that 
suburb had paid forced special assessments 
for ten years, and ~were entitled to an ex- 
tension of the car lines into their territory 
without delay. 

A stockholder wrote that he had paid $600 
a share for stock in the North Chicago City 
railway line, and asked that he and other 
stockholders be given pay for their stock in 
fairness to everyone. 

Only one voter to whom a postal was sent 
took no interest in the question. He pre- 
sented his views in the following manner:

“Graft” Committee Hears City 
Is “Flimflammed” Out of 
Floor Surface. 


PAYING FOR DEAD SPACE. 


Finance Body Insists Contract Is 
Drawn So Chicago Can En- 
foree Rights. 


Charges that the city is being “ film- 
flammed” out of from 10,000 to 20,000 feet 
of floor space in the lease which it has taken 
of the Kesner building at 148-149 Michigan 


avenue were sprung before the Bartzen | 


“ graft * investigating committee last night. 
They made a formidable showing. Ata rent 
of $1 a square foot, they mean, if true, a 
loss of from $10,000 to $20,000.a year, or a 
total, perhaps, of $100,000 for the five years 
which: the lease has to run. 

This grew out of the testimony of Engineer 
Cordell of the building department to the 
effect that the Kesner building, according 
to the plans filed on Nov. 5, will have a total 
inside area, including everything, of but 77,- 
983 square feet. 

This was bad enough, but the engineer 


pressed on and argued that had the finance’ 


committee safeguarded the city’s interests 
with the stipulations usually made by pri- 
vate concerns the city would need to pay 
for ohly 68,312 square feet. This, the engi- 
neer said, was the sum total of the inside 
space less the elevators and stairways but 
including, for generous measure, the corri- 
dors. 
Committee to Push Inquiry. 

“ These revelations, if true, show. that the 
council finance committee has been most 
grossly imposed upon,” said J. B. Ingram, 
one of the investigating committee. * L be- 
lieve that our plain duty is to push this in- 
vestigation further. I think we ought to 
request Mr. Kesner, Mr. Mundie, his archi- 
tect; Attorney A. J. Pflaum, and representa- 
tives of H. O. Stone & Co. to appear here and 
explain this apparent discrepancy.” 

“‘I indorse that heartily,”’ said Ald. Finn, 
* If the facts are as stated then it is the duty 
of the city to break this lease. It looks on 
the face of it like a gross imposition,” 

‘*I have been anxious to have this hear- 
ing close,”’ said Ald. Herlihy, ** but these de- 
velopments have made me change my mind. 
I'm’ willing to sit all Christmas vacation to 
see this thing through.” 

Ingram'’s motion inviting the parties to the 
lease to appear and explain the measure- 
ments was then unanimously adopted, and 
the committee after haggling for a while over 
the advisability of discussing in the absence 
of specific charges, the passage of the Mar- 
shall Field ordinance, adjourned until 
Wednesday morning at 10 o'clock. J. E. 
Ingram wanted the committee to investigate 
independently the passage of the ordinance, 


knowledge of graft in connection therewith 
the committee contented itself with inviting 
Ald. Hoffman*to tell whether or not he heard 
the building commissioner make any such 


charges. 
What the Lease Specifies. 


Menibers of the council finance committee, 
stirred by the charges, late in the evening 
looked up the lease of the building and found 
that it provided that Mr. Kesner should erect 
a building “ to contain approximately 88,000 
square feet.’’ 

“Tf the building does not ‘ contain 88,000 
square feet,’ ’’ said Chairman Bennett of the 
finance committee, *“‘ the terms of the lease 
are not fulfilled. The lease calls for space in 
the building, not on the lot.” 

Mr. Bennett added that it would be found 
the city’s interests are fully protected. 

Architect W. B. Mundie declared last night 
that the measurements given in the Kesner 
lease were approximately correct. 

“That figure, 88,000- square feet, repre- 
sents the gross area,’ he said. “ That is the 
way floor space is estimated in leases cov- 
ering more than one floor. The building is 
172 feet long by 40 feet wide, outside meas- 
urement, and has twelve floors and a. base- 
ment.’’ Mr. Mundie saye this is the way it 
was figured:

Basement, less 2,400 feet reserved for boiler

Whether or not this is the usual method 
of estimating rental area is a question which 
now probably will be passed-on to the city 
law department. The lease itself says noth- 
ing as to how the area sWall be determined. 


Realty Men Say Mundie Is Wrong. 

An investigation by THe TRIBUNE last 
night seemed to show that Mr. Mundie’s con- 
tentions are incorrect. Real estate men in- 
terested in downtown property declared that 
no other office building within the loop was 
able to miake its tenants pay for the gross 
area, no matter how many floors were taken. 
Practically every modern building, it was 
said, has to give up from 33 to 35 per cent of 
its gross area for walls, elevator shafts, air 
shafts, and toilet rooms, 

A striking case in point was the recent 
lease by the International Harvester com- 
pany of-+ten floors in the building to be erect- 
ed by the Heyworth interests at Michigan 
avenue and Harrison street. This lease pro- 
vided for’an annual rent of $1.05 per square 
foot, figured on net area, eliminating the 
thickness of the walls, stairways, seven ele- 
vator shafts, and the airshaft, altogether 
about 22 per cent of the gross area. 


Large Profit, but Some Risk. 


The chief point brought out during the aft- 
ernoon session was the statement of Clarence 


| Fish, the city’s real estate expert, that Mr. 


Kesner would probably make a gross profit 
of 16 per cent on the building. He thought 
that the net profit would be 9 or 10 per cent. 

‘It was largely a speculative matter,’’ said 
Fish. ‘ For instance, Kesner was putting his 
money into a structure more suitable for 
court than for office purposes. He put ina 
bank of five elevators. No ordinary build- 
ing in that location would need somany. He 
is making his ceilings too high for an office 
building. The interior may have to be re- 
modeled at the end of the five years’ lease.”’ 

Both Fish and Controller McGann side- 
stepped all responsibility for the terms, how- 
ever, declaring that the council finance com- 
mittee had attended to that.

The new charter convention last night 
adopted the resolution cutting down the size 
‘of the school board from twenty-one to fif- 
teen members and providing that tHe ap- 
pointment of the members by the mayor 
shall be: passed upon by a majority vote of 
the city council not less than one week after 
the nominations are made. The section of 
the draft of the proposed charter giving the 
school board the fullest latitude in establish- 
ing and maintaining schools of all kinds was 


adopted in its entirety. subject to possible 


subsequent changes of text. 
The convention adopted a section providing 
that members of the board shall be at least 


80 years of age. 


The meeting was prolific in * ineedages ¥y 
perpetrated by the mayor's followers in the 
convention. Margaret Haley again was pres- 
ent with a long colored pencil and pad of 
paper to watch the proceedings. She sat close 
to Clayton Mark, former president. of the 
school board, at times eyeing him with her 
accustomed air of antagonism. 

‘“Dunneism’’ Thoroughly. Squelched. 

Emil Ritter was thoroughly squeiched 
when he let go of a “ Dunneigm”™ to the 
effect that the minimum age at which chil- 


dren should be admitted to graded schools 


should be set at 7 years instead of 6 When 
the vote was called the storm of “ nays"’ 
drowned the “aye” that presumably was 
emitted by Mr. Ritter. 

An interesting phase of the discussion was 
a motion made by James J. Linehan to pay 
each member of the school board a‘salary of 
$2,500 a year. It was defeated by a vote of 
15 to 20, after the Rev. R. A. White and Ray- 
mond Robins had debated the ethical side of 
the subject. The preacher held that the 
office is of such’a character that it should be 
filled by men willing to work through civic 
pride, and Mr. Robins, while he said he didn’t 
need the money himself, was for the payment 
of a salary. 


Post Fails to Obstruct. 


Following the perfunctory adoption of the 
paragraph of the draft providing that Chi- 
cago shall be one school district under the 
control of a department of education headed 
by. the school board, Louis F. Post proved true 
to his school board practice as an obstruction- 
ist and moved that the consideration of the 
paragraph relating to the method of making 
up the school] board be deferred. 

His motion was defeated by a vote of 30 to 
9. Those voting nay with Post were Bros- 
seau, Crilly, Ritter, Guerin, O'Donnell, 
Owens, Robins, and Zimmer. 

Dr. Guerin argued that there is danger of 
a small school board easily coming under the 
*‘control of some big interests.’’ He re- 
peated his former declarations that in the 
past the school board has *‘ given away ”’ its 
leases. 

Mr. Crilly answered Dr. Guerin by citing 
the fact that several buildings on school prop- 
erty are not providing an income sufficient to 
give a profit on the lease. Raymond Robins 
at this point suggested that the question was 
not a proper one to consider at the time. 

Mr. Ritter arose to “‘ speak from the rec- 
ord "’ on the advisability of having a large 
school board. Evidently it could not be any 
too large to suit him. 


“Board a Debating Society.” 


“I think ‘the record’ will show that the 
school board has resolved itself in the'past 
into a debating society,’ said Mr. Raymer. 

* T. assume that you are quoting from the 
newspapers,” asserted the president of the 
school board with some heat. 

“TI have attended some of the meetings. 
of the school board myself, and that has 
been my deduction,” said Raymer amid 
laughter. ‘“‘I believe that the fewer mem- 
bers the better businesr. 

The section on the makéup of the school 
board includes a paragraph saying that no 
person shall be eligible for appointment on 
the board who is not at least 30 years of 
age, a citizen of the United States, and a 
resident of Chicago for at least five years. 


Give “Young Blood” a Chance. 

“I believe we should give young blood a 
chance,’ said the Rev. Mr. White in mov- 
ing to amend the section to read 25 years, in- 
stead of 3Q years. Raymond Robins opposed 
the motion “ on the ground of public morals,”’ 
referring to the temptations likely to beset a 
young man in public office. Dr. White's 
motion was lost. 

Action oh the acquisition, tenure, and dis- 
position of school property was deferred after 
a short debate. The section generally was 
considered ambiguous. 

Several proposed amendments were de- 
ferred. John P. McGoorty objected to “ avo- 
cational’”’ teaching in the section on the 
scope of the authority of the school board. 
Emil Ritter didn’t nae it, either. 


QUESTION NEW COURT’S POWER 
IN PERSONAL INJURY SUITS. | « 


Attorneys for Union Traction Com- 
pany Say Municipal Judge Cannot 
Try Cases Exceeding $1,000. 


The right of the Municipal courts of Chi- 
cago to try sults for damages for persona! 
injury when the amount demanded exceeds 
$1,000 was questioned yesterday by attorneys 
for the Union Traction company, who said 
they would lay the matter before the Su- 
preme court, 

When the suit of Rose Chudnowski against 
the traction company for $5,000, alleging 
breach of contract under clause 1 of section 
2 of the Municipal court act, was called be- 
fore Judge Dicker, attorneys for the defend- 
ant denied the application of that clause to 
personal injury suits and contended that the 
payment of a fare is not to be construed as 
an implied contract. 

If the court rules that such suits are within 
the jurisdiction of the Municipal courts a 
large proportion of the damage suits now 
brought in the Circuit and Superior courts 
will be filed in the Municipat court. 

Attorneys for the plaintiff, Darrow, Mas- 
ters, and Wlilsoh, contended that the suit 
came under the implied contract section and 
is within the jurisdiction of the Municipal 
court. The attorneys were ordered to file 
briefs in the case within the next five days. 

Contrary to the view of Chief Justice Olson 
of the Municipal court, Judge Charles M. 
Walker of the Circuit court holde@ that the 
new court has jurisdiction in habeas corpus 
cases. He expressed thé opinion ina letter 
to Chief Justice Olson yesterday regarding 
the application of a girl confined in the Har- 
rison street station. 

Judge Scovel of the Municipal court has 
leased for permanent quarters for his court 
the office at 125 Clark street formerly occu- 
pied by Justice John C. Everett. The former 
justice has resumed the practice of law and 
opened an office at 140 Dearborn street. 


STENSLAND’S DEBT $500,000. 


Examiner of Former Banker’s Affairs 
Says Private Liability Will Not 
Exceed Half a Million. 


An examination of Paul O. Stensland was 
conducted yesterday afternoon In the office 
of Receiver John C. Fetzer in the Bedford 
building in an effort to determine items 
which should be included in the claim of the 
receiver of the Milwaukee Avenue State 
bank against Stensland’s personal account. 

Donald I. Morrill, appointed by F. L. Wean, 
referee in bankruptcy, to conduct the ex- 
amination, said Stensland’s personal indebt- 
edness will not reach more than $500,000. 
The claim of the receiver was made up from 
items appearing on the bank books, and 
amounted to about $696,000. 

Stensiand during the examination offered 
several suggestions to aid in clearing up the 
work, and his manner indicated that he de- 


sired all the details of the items understood. |-

Scores of Christmas Shoppers | ¢ 
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Heaven the Balle,” 
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Lack of sities A setlahecs Said to 
Have Caused Last of Series 
of Mishaps.. 


— 
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The frail wooden signal tower on the loop 
at Wabash avenue and Van Buren street 
again stood between scores of bassengers on 
a Chicago and Oak Park ‘“*L” train and 
death in a repetition of the New York dis- 
aster of some weeks ago—the fifth time in one 
month, 

It was the same accident as the previous 
four of the month and the many others of 
previous date. The mechanical defects in the 
track, which ‘caused the’ accident and en- 
dangered the lives of the passengers, were 
the same as before. No changes had been 
made and no precautions had been taken. 

The train of four cars of the Chicago and 
Oak Park line, every car crowded to ‘its ca- 
pacity with home going Christmas shoppers, 
approached the danger point at 9:15 p. m., 
south bound. -The first two cars passed 
around the corner in safety. Then, with a 
grinding crash that: brought men and women 
to their feet in fear, the remaining cares left 
the rails. Unable to stop. the train, which 
was moving at a rapid rate for loop trafiic, 
the derailed cars were dragged over the ties. 

Cars Crash Into Tower. 

The force of the accident. caused the two 
cars to lurch heavily to the south and crash 
into the little tower occupied by the signal 
man. The tower shivered, and for a mo 
ment looked as if it, too, would fall to the 
street. But the strength. or luck, that has 
caused the tower to withstand the shocks of 
so many previous accidents remained with it. 

Meanwhile the passengers, who believed 
that at any moment they might be dashed 
to the ground, rushed for the doors. Pre- 
vious experience in such accidents caused 


the gatemen immediately to close the doors, 


however, and endeavor to reassure the men 
and women. : 

Those in the last car were not so easily 
calmed. A number of boys and men opened 
windows and climbed to the little walk. be- 
tween the tracks. A girl who was with them, 
whose name was given as Mable Ferguson, 


| 368 Fifty-fourth street, was assisted from 


tae open window also, in spite of the pro- 
tests of the gateman. They then followed 


the walk west to the State street structure, 


balancing themselves on the narrow boards 
between the charged “ third rail *’ on either 
side. 


Succeed in Calming Passengers. 

A few minutes later the guards succeeded 
in calming the passengers who remained in 
the cars and explained that they would be 
removed in another train shortly. It was 
ten minutes before a second train, on the 
game track was backed up to the derailed 
train and the frightened passengers were as- 
sisted in changing. 

F. J. Guernsey, superintendent of the Union 
loop, could not be found last evening. A 
trackman explained the mechanical defects 
in the track as being the cause of the re- 
peated accidents. Owing to the fact that 
the south side trains must leave the loop 
at practically the same point as the curve 
whic the Oak)Park trains must.take, but In 
almost an opposite direction, it is impossi- 
ble to raise the outer rail, as is done at all 
other curves. 


Permit Cars to “Slide.” 


Instead of being raised the rails have been 
spread in order to permit the cars to slide to 
the outside, it being the theory that the 
“slide "" would have the same effect as the 
inclination of the outside. 


“ This was considered a feat of mechanical] | 


engineering when it was put in some years 
ago,” said the man. “ The frogs have worn 
down now, though, and the first trucks pass 
them all right, but the second often catch on 
them in their slide, thus causing the acci- 
dent.’ 

The matter has been called to the atten- 
tion of the loop .officials after each accident, 
apparently with no result. South Side trains 
have been derailed as often as those on the 
Oak Park line, the accident occurring on 
two successive nighte during the month. 


CLOSE CALL FOR PASSENGERS. 


Suburban Train on Northwestern Road 
‘Strikes Switch Engine, Knocking 
It from the Track. 


A matter of only a few seconds’ time saved 
a serious wreck of a Chicago and Northwest- 
ern suburban train yesterday afternoon. Lo- 
cal train 126, due from Lake Forest in Chi- 

cago at 3:50 p. m., struck a switch engine a 
half mile north of the station and hurled it 
from the track. 

The passenger train scraped its entire 
length along the pilot of the small engine. 
Windows were shattered and the air pipes 
broken. 

The switch engine had been working on a 
side track, but it passed over to the main 
track just before the passenger train reached 
the switch. A few seconds more and it would 
have blocked the way with a string of freight 
cars. The passenger engine struck it just 
after the front wheels reached the main 
track. No passengers were injured. 


THINK STANDARD STRUCK OIL. 


Porter County Farmers Deduce That 
from Purchase of Sixty Acre Farm 
by Company for $60,000. 

That the Standard Oil company has located 
ofl in Porter county, though it is denied offi- 
clally, is believed by farmers there to be true, 
and there Is great excitement in the county. 
The remarkable price paid by representatives 
of the Standard to Mrs..Dombey of Hobart, 
who owne a farm near Chrisman in Porter 
county, proves that the company either has 
or knows it can drill into oil beds. Mrs. Dom- 
bey received $60,000 for a sixty acre tract not 
fit for farm land. The Standard began wells 
at McCool and Wheeler last year, but aban- 
doned them and began to drill near Chrisman.

SPIRING TO WRECK CONCERN.

Sidney Mitchell, Steekholder, Files 
Sait to _Enjoin Payment of Divi- 
dends and Asks an Accounting— 
Claims O. C. Barber and Others 
Have Piaa to Sell to Themselves 
Stock .of Subsidiary . Companics 
Which They Have Manipulated.

A sult to restrain the United Boxboard 
and Paper company from paying dividends 
and to secure an accounting of the oom- 
pany’s affairs was begun in the Circuil court 
yesterday by Sidney Mitchel, owner of 1,000 
shares of preferred and 1,000 shares of com- 
mon stock in the company. 

Claiming to act in behalf of all the etock- 
holders, he aNeged that the directors, headed 
by O. C, Barber, are conspiring te wreck the 
corporation, which is capitalized at $14,000,- 
000 


The directors are Mr. Barber, Wiliam 
Graves, S. B. Fleming, E. R. Stettinius, J. 
K. Robinson, R. E. Evans, Cc. D. Brown, L. 
A. Wiley, D. MeCalley, W. A. Russell, C. 8. 
Merrill, James A. Roberts, J. D. Powers, A. 
H. Ivins, C. B. Ogiesby, and W. C. Staley. 

Mitchell says the company was organized 
to take in all concerns engaged in the manu- 
facture of pulp wooe and strawboard. Up 
to date, he avers, twenty-five concerns have 
been merged in the organization, and it 
owns the stock of the Uncas Paper company 
and nineteen-twentieths of the stock of the 
American Strawboard company. 

Corrupt Agreement Charged. 

* After acquiring the stock of the American 
the bill recites, ‘‘ Bar- 
ber and his associates on the boards of both 
companies entered into an unlawful and cor- 
rupt agreement to depreciate the value of 
the stock of the United Boxboard and Paper 
company and increase the value of the Amer- 
ican Strawboard company. and eventually to 


- become owners of a large quantity of the 


American stock owned by the United com- 
pany in fraud of rights of the shareholders of 
the United company.”’ 

He declares the directors permitted the 
earnings to accumulate and managed them 
for their personal gain and advantage in- 
etead of distributing them as dividends to the 
shareholders. 

‘‘On Jan. 1, 1905," the bill recites further, 
‘the directors of the United Boxboard and 
Paper company, six of whom were six of the 
geven directors of the American Strawboard 
company, transferred to the American Straw- 
board company: the entire stock of the Uncas 
Paper companyifer a pretended consideration 
of $250,000."’ 

To “Sell Companies to Themselves.”’ 

After the suit was filed Mr. mnitcnet made 
the following statement:

“On a basis of the present earnings and 
value of plants of the Uniéted Boxboard and 
Paper company the preferred stock is worth 
at least 40 and the common from 8&8 to 10. 
The net earnings this year of the Wnited 
Boxboard and Paper company and the sub- 
sidiary companies is equal to about 6 per 
cemt on the preferred stock, but these earn- 
ings “are so manipulated that they are re- 
tained by the subsidiary companies.

Chief of Police John M. Collins yesterday 
began a new crusade in the interest of clean- 
liness in street cars and public places where 
the spitting nuisance prevails, in which the 
Chicago police force appears in the réle of 
arch violator of the anti-spitting ordinance 
and as the subject of a special order from 
headquarters commanding the men to abate 
the nuisance and to begin th crusade by set- 
ting a good example themgpelves. 

The order was the resiit of complaints 
which have flooded the chief's office from cit- 
izens, who asserted the police were more to

“encouraging a spirit of lawleseness "’ was 
read to him, and he declined to make any com- 
ment upon it. It was the first time that he 
had failed to deviare himeeif opposed to the 
enforcemem of the Sunday closing law when 
the matter had been brought to his attention. 


Mayor and Police Force. 

The petition represents that Edward F. 
Dunne was elected mayor on April 4, 1006, 
for two years. Then there is a considerabie 
portion devoted to the police force, as organ- 
ized, under the city code, with an enumera- 
tion of ite officers and more than 3,000 patrol- 
men end other employés. 

The city ordinance which states that no 
Hcense Mey be granted to a saloonkeeper 
unless the applicant agrees to comply with 
the state law is quoted. The charge is then 
made that ever since the saloon Ncenses have 
been issued to the “sald Kenna’ for saloons 
at 279 and 300 South Clark street, the Sun- 
day closing law has been *‘ openly and noto- 
riously violated and disregarded by him, and 
that no pretense is made by him of obeying 
or observing the law, but the saloons are 
habitually kept open and in full operationon 
Sundays, as well as on other days of the 
week, and no attempt whatever has been 
made by Mayor Dunne through the police 
department or otherwise to compel the ob- 
servance of the law.” 


Public Defiance of Law. 

Mayor Dunne during his campaign for 
mayor publicly declared, the petition relates, 
that if elected he would not enforce the Sun- 
day closing law or take any steps to compel 
its observance. The same declaration was 
made by Mr. Dunne’s chief opponent for the 
office. After his election, it is stated, the 
mayor on several occasions publicly repeate2 
his declaration on the Sunday closing ques- 
tion, and also said the same thing to repre- 
sentatives of various civic organizations and 
to a committee headed by the Rev. Mr. 
Bartlett. 

Included in the petition is the notice given 
to Mayor Dunne, through his secretary, on 
Dec. 13, calling attention to the Clark street 
saloons of Ald. Kenna and their failure to 
close on Sunday, signed by Mr. Shute, chair- 
man, and Mr. Miller, secretary, of the league. 
This notice wag also disregarded. 


Encourages Lawbreakers. 

‘** Not only does such fatlure and refusal on 
the part of the mayor to close the saloons con- 
stitute a neglect and violation of the duty im- 
posed on him by law,” continues the petition, 
‘but his declarations that he would not en- 
force the Sunday closing laws are, in effect, 
an invitation to the violation thereof and 
greatly tend to promote and encourage in 
the community a spirit of lawlessnees and 
of want of respect for the laws of the etate 
and for those who, as public officials, are 
charged with the administration thereof, 
and by reason of the premises the peace, 


good order, and morals of the city of Chicagn 


ere greatly impeired.”’ 

The court is asked to issuea writ of manda- 
mus against Edward F. Dunne and his suc- 
cessors In office as mayor of Chicago, com- 
manding him and them, without delay to en- 
force against Michael Kenna the statutes of 
the state forbidding keeping open on Sunday 
tippling houses and other placee where liquor 
is sold or given away. 


What Mr. Bartlett Saw. 

Mr. Bartlett states in an affidavit, accom- 
panying the petition that on Sunday, Dec. 
2, at 4 o'clock In the afternoon, he visitea Mr. 
Kenna’s saloon at 279 South Clark street and 
saw twelve or fourteen patrons. Six were 
drinking at the bar. At the other saloon, 
“The Workingman’s Exchange,’ Bartlett 
counted 150 persons and describes the scene 


thus: 

“ Thirty-five men were lined up at a long 
bar drinking beer and other intoxicants. 
Other men were standing in a second tier. 
behind the first tier, lined up at the bar, and 
were drinking beer, and there were four or 
more bartenders waiting upon the custom- 
ers. A number of men were drunk and sit- 
ting on the floor or leaning against the walls 
and railing.’ 

Mr. Shute visited’the “ Workingmen’ s Ex- 
change’ on the afternoon of Sunday, Dec. 
9, and counted 175 men in the place, of whom 
forty were drinking at the bar. He saw a 
similar scene on the following Sunday. 
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Michael McFadden, “‘the king of the 
patch,”’ who earned his title in many a hard 
fought political battie in the First ward, died 
early yesterday morning at his home, 1472 
Indiana aventie, and they were “ waking 
him " last night. 

** Peace to his soul,’’ said Patrick Mitchell, 
whose son married a daughter of the * king.”* 
** He Was a good man."’ 

And that was the epitaph of McFadden, 
who for more than a quarter of a century 


terests of his friends by the power of his 
generous, whole souled manhood. The dwell- 
ing of the “ king of the patch ” was crowded 
with his old time friends, his kinsfolk—the 
people he had befriended. Father Scanlon 
was there to console the widow and the chil- 
dren. Ald. Michael Kenna and John J. 
Coughlin dropped in during the evening. 

And all night friends were calling, ane it 
will be the same today. 


All Tell of Charities. 
Some of the persons who call to pay thelr 
respects will be sturdy young men Whom 


trouble; some. will be poor people whose 
children he buried, “in his own lot.” when 
they had no money; and seme will be those 
who were without a dollar when he set them 
on their feet and told them to pay him when 
they could. 

Mr. McFadden, who could play any musical 
instrument well, though he could not read 
or write, was pounding out the chords -of 
“The Wearing of the Green,’’ a littie after 
midnight of the day before, when he gasped, 
staggered, and dropped dead, a victim to his 
old time enemy, asthma. He was 71 years 
old and a native of Roscommon, Which he 
left in 1862, G@ming to Chicagou year later. 


How He Got His “Title.” 


And how did he come to be called “ King 
of the Patch?” Listen then. First you 
must know that he enlisted, for he was 
fond of fighting and believed it his duty to 
“go for a soldier’ with the colors of his 
adopted land. ~ He left the wife he had mar- 
ried in Brooklyn the year he landed, and 
enlisted in a command under Gen. Hood, 
fighting in the battles of Rock River, Mur- 
physboro, and others before he came back 
to Chicago. 

‘Mac’ found employment in the machine 
shops of the Illineis Central railroad and 
soon made enough money to acquire a small 
piece of property on the site of what is now 
1406 Indiana avenue. Then it was that he 
first began to be called a ‘‘king.’’ He car- 
ried a big blackthorn stick for a scepter 
and there wasn't a man for a mile around 
who didn’t respect him. Frugal and indus- 
trious, he soon had enough money to starta 
small grocery on the cornér and he added 
to it until it was twe stories high and filled 
with the kind of goods that emigrants need- 
ead when they got off the Hilinois Central 
trains at Sixteenth street. As he prospered 
he bought more real estate. it increased in 
‘Value and his old friends said last night 
that be must have been worth $400,000. 


Domain of the ‘“‘King.”’ 

The district from Twelfth street to Six- 
teenth etreet was the domain—called “pa:ch’’ 
in every day language of the ‘“‘ king.”” There 
were no houses in the district except McFad- 
den's and Cyrus Clark's, which was sur- 
rounded by a large orchard filled with fine 
apples, pears, and grapes, and the residences 
of Col. James and the Huntington family, 
which also were in the midst of large 
orchards. Where Grant park now is there 
was nothing but water, and the Illinois Cen- 
tral’s turntable was where St. Luke's hospital! 
now stands. 

The ‘ king” never forgot a face and that 
was his great asset in nis political career. 
During the campaign of De Witt Cregier he 
spent thousands of doliars and furnished all 
his own rigs, and when his friend was elected 
mayor he had everything he wanted. 


Was Active in Politics. 


“He always gut what he wanted,” said 
James W. Murphy, who has known him ever 
since he came to Chicago. ‘‘ He would not 
leave the city hall until he got it, and once 
he staid there two days, having his meals 
gent in to him. Cregier was his friend. but 
Hiapkins threw him down.” 

None of the friends of the dead “ king *’ 
could excuse John P. Hopkins. For it was 
the “king ’’ who nearly saved Hopkins’ life 
during a fight in a saloon at Halsted and 
Harrison street when Hopkins was running 
for sheriff against Frank Lawler. A story 
had been circulated that Hopkins was 
against union labor because he was connect- 
ed with the Pullman company, and when the 
candidate appeared at the headquarters 
there was a free forall fight that was not 
quelled until the “‘ king ’* jumped in with his 
big blackthorn and cracked the heads of so 
many of them that it took two patrol wagons 
to cart them away. 

About this time the “king” began to 
carry a gold headed cane, but only on great 
occasions and at funerals, for his blackthorn 
was the only badge of office that his friends 
knew. 

He belonged to the old‘Cook County De- 
mocracy and always accompanied them 
wherever they went, but when the split came 
in that organization he ceased to take active 
interest in politics. 


Funeral on Sunday. 


In 1891 the family moveli to the present 
residence at 1472 Indiana avenue, and about 
five years ago Mr. McFadden retired from 
business. 

Surviving him are two sons, Frank J., of 
the Hyde Park police force; Martin P., con- 
sulting lawyer of the Santa Fé, and three 
daughters, Mrs. Catherine Constable. Mrs. 
Mary Mitchell, and Mrs. Margaret Crayton. 

The funeral will be held Sunday morn- 
ing from St. John’s Catholic church, Clark 
and Bighteenth: streets, of which Mr. Me- 
Fadden was one of the founders. Interment 
will be af Calvary.

FOR PROTECTIVE ASSOCIATION. 


Plan of President Morton of Equita- 
ble Given Tentative Approval—An- 
other Meeting to Be Hela After 
Christmas—Grand Jury Continues 
Its Probing Inte Affairs of New 
York Life—Investigates Stock Buy- 
ing—Metropolitan Bars Negroes. 


New York, Dec. 21.—The firgt steps were 
taken today toward the formation of an as- 
sociation of life insurance presidents. Its 
Purposes will be to further the interests of 
policy holders and to bring about more uni- 
form methods in the management of life in- 
surance business. 

Today's meeting, which was held at the 
suggestion of President Paul Morton of the 
Equitable Life Assurance society, brought 
together representatives of twenty-four lead- 
ing companies. Three other companies sent 
communications approving of the proposed 
association. 

Morton presided and Thomas A. Buckner, 
second vice president of the New York Life

A committee appotnted to draft a constitu- 
tion and bylaws reported a tentative plan of 
organization. Copies of the plan, which met 
with general approval, were distributed, but 
final action was deferred until Dec. 28, when 
it is intended to effect a permanent organiga- 
tion.

Grand Jury Probes New York Life, 

The grand jury devoted another entire day 
to the investigation of the management ‘of 
the New York Life Ingurance company. 
Among the witnesses were George W. Per- 
kins, its form vice president; Alexander 
Webb Jr., former vice president of the New 
York Security company, subsidiary, to the 
New York Life;tJ. Garroil Root, secretary of 
the same company; Woodbury C. Langdon 
and G. A. Marrigon, members of the finance 
committee of the New York Life; and M. M. 
Mattison, 4 ‘bookkeeper in the treasurer's 
department of the company. 

The evidence before the grand jury had to 
go with false “entries: im the books, which 
would be forgery in the third degree, in order 
to conceal stock »hoidings of the company. 

Strange Stock Deal on Books. 

One thing Perkins has been asked about is 
his knowledge of the New York Life’s partic- 
ipation in*$2,825,000 worth of the stock of the 
United States Steeljcarporation, which was 
bought by the New tork Security Trust com- 
pany. The New York Life did not want to 
appear in the transaction. But it got 75 per 
cent of the profits, although #s books never 
showed that it had anything to do with the 
tranfaction. — 

In a report made by the Security company 
to the banking department in 1904 it set forth 
that the Security Gompany’s share in the 
transaction was $371,875. 

It ig understood’ that Perkins was qués- 
tioned before the grand jury not only on most 
of the things. which were brought out before 
the Armstréng committee, but regarding cer- 
tain transactions which were discovered by 
Assistant District Attorney Kreselin his ex- 
amination of the books of the New York Life. 


The grand jury will not meet again until 
next Wednesday. That entire day will be 
taken yup with a continuation of the investi- 
gation. It is expected that by next Thursday 
the grand jury’will have finished hearing its 
inguiry. Should any action be taken it will 
be reported to Recorder Goff in general ses- 
sions next Friday. 

Metropolitan Life Bars Negroes. 

The Metropolitan Life Insurance company, 
which carries more than $1,000,000 in risks 
on negroes, has issued instructions to its 
agents that after Jan, 1 they are to accept 
no applications from blacks. The superin- 
tendent’s instructions to the agents say that 
the increased death rate among negroes is 
the reason why the company will refuse to 
write any more such policies. 

Axents say this is not the sole reason for 
the company’s action. They say that negroeg, 
most of whom carry industrial policies with 
premiums of from 15 to 35 cents a week, fre- 
quently allow their policies te.lapse/ but 
renew them after a brief time. On the re- 
newals the agents have made a certain per- 
centage, which the company would have 
received if the policy had not lapsed. 

After Jan. 1 all policies held by negroes, if 
allowed to lapse, will be canceled. This will 
affect agents who hitherto have urged 
negroes to renew their policies in order that 
they might secure extra commissions. 

Charles Hallam Keep of Buffalo, since May, 
1908, assistant secretary of the United States 
treasury, will succeed Frederick D. Kilburn 
as state superintendent of banks. This an- 
nouncement was made tonight by Gov.-elect 
Hughes, who said ‘that Keep had promised 
to accept. ~

DANTA IN STORK'S DOMAIN | 


“REGISTRATION” AT ARMITAGE 
AVENUE SETTLEMENT HOUSE. 


Children of Poor to Number of 1,800 
Booked for Christmas Gifts and 
Turkey Dinners—One Boy Reports 
Sixteen Brothers and Sisters Who 
Want Presente—Distribution of 
Toys Will Be Made in Shifts, Com- 
mencing Christmas Eve. 


In the Armitage avenue settlement district 
on the northwest side, where the stork flour- 
ishes and poverty stalks about boldly, Santa 
Claus opened his annual register yesterday 
at the settlement house and sustained a 
severe nervous shock at the large increase 
of children over last year’s enumeration. 

Recognizing the Armitage district as hav-' 
ing more children per family than nearly any 
other district in the city, Santa cannot de- 
pend alone on any helter-skelter, chimney- 
to-chimney canvass Christmas eve What 
awaits Sarita Claus in the Armitage district 
was plainly put to him when the Settlement 
House Woman's club reported almort three 
times larger families per member by aver- 
age than any other woman's club in the city. 

It had been spread abroad through the 
neighborhood that the children were to report 
at the settlement house yesterday afternoon 
and receive cards which would entitle their 
respective families to turkey dinners and toys 
for each child. To make the situation real- 
istic Mrs. Herman Falkenstein, the head 
resident, had a real Santa with long white 
beard presiding at the register. 


1,800 Children Reported. 

Mrs. Falkenstein knows the 3800 families 
in’ the neighborhood affiliated with the set- 
tlement—names, history, and all. She has 
them all chronicled on the “ settlement 
book.” But her calculation of how busy 
the. stork had been in the vicinity during the 
last year fell short. She thought 1,400 pack- 
ages of Christmas toys would go around, but 
there were found to be 1,800 children or an 
average of six children per family. 

When Santa took his seat in the toy stacked 
room, a long line of wide eyed children, some 
shivering and half clad, were in line. 

“ What's your name?” — the bearded 
register to the first boy in lin - “and how 
many children in your eenity?” 

“ Henry Volanski ’s my name. IT have six- 
teen brothers and sisters. I’m 17, and my 
youngest sisters—they's twine—are a year 
old.” 

Many Large Fatherless Families. 

Santa Claus immediately summoned Mrs. 
Falkenstein. He almost collapsed under the 
shock. The head resfdent rroborated the 
boy’s story, and said the b ther died last 
summer. On down the eae line of eager 
faces the cards were passed. Instances of 
ten and twelve children in a fatherless family 
were numerous. 

“The pity of it is,”’ said Mrs. Falkenstein, 
‘' three-fourths of the poverty cases reported 
here are caused by fathers deserting their 
families. I hope the state of Illinois will 
recognize the need of a law universal 
throughout the state, or, better yet, the 
United States, that will make these deserting 
fathers. responsible for the support of thgir 
own children.” 

Because the settlement house is small, the 
children will report for their presents in 
“ shifts,” beginning Christmas eve. 


POLICEMAN PLAYS SANTACLAUS 


Collects Money to Aid Woman and Five 
Children, Husband and Father Be- 
ing in the Bridewell. 


In a miserable dwelling at 176 North Frank- 
lin street Mre. Patrick Geary, surrounded 
by five children, waits for the return of the 
head of the family. The oldest child is 6 
years of age. The helplessness of the chil- 
dren demands the constant presence of the 
mother, and in the meantime the family 
larder has become empty. 

Geary is in the bridewell. Six weeks ago 
he was convicted of assault and battery and 
sentenced to serve six months, Joseph Crow- 
ley, 156 Orleans street, being the complain- 
ant 
For a time Mrs. Geary attempted to pro- 
vide for herself and the children, but the 
burden was more than she could bear. Last 
night, shortly before 7 o'clock, with her five 
children, she entered the East Chicago ave- 
nue police station and begged that the chil- 
dren be given shelter. 

‘Billy ’’ Matthews and Clancy, two plain 
clothes men, were in the station and heard 
the story. They had arrested Geary and 
followed his trial through to his conviction. 
The story finished, Matthews left the station, 
first telling ‘the woman to wait a short time, 
and less than an bour returned with a doll 
baby, which he gave to the yeungest child 
and a handful of coins amounting to over 
$10, which he gave to the woman and sept 
her home, feeling that Santa Claus and 
“ Billy’ Matthews were one and the same. 
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ANGELS OF LEPER COLONY 


TWO BROOKLYN GIRLS BRAVE 
DEATH IN RELIGIOUS ZEAL. 


Young Women Members of Baptist 
Mission Make Frequent Visits to 
Blackwell’s Island to Hold Relig- 
leus Service tor Five Unfortunates 
Whe Are Afflicted with the Most 
Dangerous Disease Known—Fully 
Aware of Peril They Encounter. 


New York, Dec. 21.—{Special. }—To the re- 
markable courage and sympathy of two 
pretty Brooklyn girls, the Misses Judith M. 
Anderburg and Jennie C. Anderson, is due 
the only happiness that creeps into the mis- 
erable existence of five lepers on Black- 
well's island who are doomed to a living 
death. Againet the wishes of their relatives 
and friends, the young women pay fre ‘quent 
visits to the men who are stricken with 
the most terribie disease known. 

Miss Anderburg lives at 171 Sterling place, 
Brooklyn, and is one of the most prominent 
young members ofthe Hanson Place Baptist 
church. She is 24 years old. 

Miss Anderson's home is ‘at 825 Deane 
street. She is 20 years old and active in the 
Washington Avenue Baptist church. Both 
girls are teachers in the Chinese Baptist 
mission connected with the Washington Ave- 
nue church. 

The lepers are quartered in ward R, a enjall 
shanty east\-of the main structure of “the 
Metropolitan hospital and close to the 
Brooklyn side of the Bast river. 

The young women made their first call upon 
the lepers in company with the pastor of the 
Washington Avenue church. Since then they 
have gone there together and separately. 

When either Miss Anderbure or Miss An- 
derson calls the lepers gather together in 
the open, outside their ward, and an informal 
religious service is held. There is reading 
from the Scriptures by the visitors, followed 
by singing. After this the girls talk with 
the men upon any topic that interests them. 
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do? It cannot deal ‘in grain without pubtic 
warehouses, and if there aré no public ware- 
houses where does the trade get off? 

New Board Only Remedy. 

“The real reason for the movement for 
filing claims againet memberships,” said an- 
other conservative, “‘was to get rid abso- 
hutely of a large number of members who 
are without capital and who are simply 
hanging on waiting for something to turn 
up. It was thought that if their.debts could 
be made a lien on such” membership that 
class of members could be driven out. When

“During the last six months a half dozen 
different methods have been considered to 
this end, but it always has come back to the 
old remedy—form a new board.

They would have 
something at stake in our rules and would 
not be following every. wild scheme “with 
which they hope to bring back their former 
trade. The radicals claim that the talk of 
a new board is all biuff, but that fs not true. 
If no other means is found or some compro- 
mise cannot be reached, there will certainly 
be a new board formed, with a limited mem- 
bership like the New York stock exchange. 


Price Fixing Rule Attacked. 


Fixing the price of grain im the country: 
twice a day by the board, first at M.o’clock 
and them at 1:30, was again attagke@ yes.

agined. This rule, which has been in effect 
about six months, hes proved profitable to 
fhe commission men, who, by the laws of 
the board, receive. a commission of a half 
cent a bushel for making sales.

been free to bid what they liked at all times.

LONDON, Dec. 21.—James Bryte admitted 
today that he had accepted the appointment 
of British ambassador to the United Statas 
in succession to Sir Mortimer Durand, 

President Roosevelt, in response ts the 
usual diplomatic ‘inquiries by the British 
government, has indicated that the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Bryce will be entirely acceptable 
to the government of the United States. 

It is understood that Mr. Bryce’s appoint- 
ment will not take effect until the reassem- 
bling of parliament in February. His de- 
parture will probably be aignatised by his 
being raised to the peerage. 

Inasmuch as Mr. Bryce’s acceptance of tne 
Washington post ts now a certainty, specula- 
tion in the matter of the reconstruction of the 
cabinet is more active than ever. Nothing 
new has developed, however, beyond a rumor 
that Augustine Birrell, president of the board 
of education, has declined the Irish secre- 
tarysnaip made vacant by Mr. Bryce’s going 
to Washington. 


James Bryce is best known to the people of 
the United States as the author of that mor- 
umental history, ‘“‘ The American Common- 
wealth,” a work upon which he spent thirty 
years of research, and which is a text book 
in American universities. 


In Parliament Twenty-six Years. 

Mr. Bryce has been a member of parliament 
since 1880. He is a historian, a politician, a 
jurist, a traveler, a university man, a scien- 
tist. He belongs to innumerable scientific 
societies in all parts of the world. 

Next to his ‘“‘ American Commonwealth ” 
his best known historical work is ** The Holy 
Roman Empire,” a history which has run 
through many editions and been translated 
into German, French, and Italian. 

He was born in 1888 and educated at Ox- 
ford, where he was regius professor for civil 
law from 1870 up to 1893. He entered partia- 
ment in 1880 asa liberal supporter of William 
E. Gladstone, with whom he always kept in 
close touch. 


As a Cabinet Member. 

He was under secretary for foreign affairs 
for five months in 1886. In Mr. Giladetone’s 
government of 1892-4 he became chancellor 
of the duchy of Lancaster, with.a seat in the 
cabinet, and continued at the same post in 
Lord Rogebery’s cabinet until he was ap-

PARIS, Dec. 21.—The debaté in the chamber

The government majority hung together 
well despite rumors thet there were defec- 
tions in the radical ranks and among other 
socialist elements. 
The chamber did not rise until the bill was 
adopted, by: a vote of 410 to 166, in its entirety, 
with cnly minor changes, not affecting the 
principal provisions. 
The right did not withdraw and made no 
demonstration, but voted solidly against the 
bill. The chamber adjourned until next Fri- 
day ‘ 
Says Bill Outrages Consciences. 
M. Lasies of the anti-semite plebiscite said 
the law was an injurious provocation to Cath- 
olics and a violation of their consciences. M. 
Lasies read his speeca, which led M. Coutant, 
revolutionary socialist, to call out: 
“It is the pope who sent that paper.”’ 
M. Ralberti, radical republican, declared 
that the project permitted mayors and pre- 
fects to designate priests to officiate in edi- 
fices consecrated to religious exercises.

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C. 8. CUTTING OF PROBATE COURT 
HAS NARROW ESCAPE. 


Frank Frederick Ellerbrock, After 
Brooding for Years Over Failure 
to Get Share of an Estate to Which 
He Thought Himeelf Entitled, Lies 
in Wait for Jurist and Opens Fire— 
Soon Disarmed and Locked Up— 
He Is Indicted Within an Hoar. | 


Insanity, brought on by constant brooding 
over his failure to get what he considered 
his share of a sister's estate, is believed by 
the police and physicians to have been the 
reason Why Frank Frederick Ellerbrock, 53 
years old, attempted to shoot Probate Judge 
Charles 8. Cutting yesterday. 


Ellerbrock, who fired one shot at Judge 


Cutting, the bullet-narrowly missing the jur- 
ist, Was arrested and locked up at the Hast 
Chicago avenue police station. After a thor- 
ough examination Dr. Harold N. Moyer an- 
nounced that Ellerbrock is a paranoiac and 
dangerously insane. 

The shooting occurred in the corridor of the 
Criminal Court building, where Ellerbrock 
had lain in wait for Judge Cutting. As early 
as 8 o'clock the would-be assassin entered 
the main*entrance of the building and paced 
the floor near the elevators more than an 


_heur before his intended victim arrived. 


Fires at Judge from Behind. 
Shortly after 9 o'clock Judge Cutting en- 


_ tered the building. He had gone only a few 
' feet from the doors and was about four feet 


away from Ellerbrock, when the latter 
stepped up behind him, drew a small revolver, 


| ane fired directlypat Judge Cutting’s head. 


The bullet whizzed close to the judge's right 
ear, Elllerbrock pulled the trigger three times 
more, but the cartridge missed fire. At the 


| sound of the shot Judge Cutting turned about 
_ and saw Elerbrock standing with a revolver 
_ pointed directly at him. 


Judge Cutting recognized the man as the 
one who had called upon him several times. 
The judge jumped close to his assailant and 
struck him in the face, felling him to the floor. 
The man was on his feet in a moment, and 
again attempted to pull the trigger. 

Deputy Sheriff Broderick and several other 


| persons, who were attracted by the sound of 


the shot, ran to the jurist’s assistance. After 
a short struggle Ellerbrock was disarmed and 


| placed under arrest. 


CAR INTERCHANGE IS URGED. 


Commissioner Prouty Approves Sug- 
gestion Designed to Solve the 
Shortage Problem. 


Kansas City, Mo., Dec. 21.—At the con- 
clusion of the inquiry into the freight car 
shortage in the west before C. A. Prouty, 
interstate commerce commissioner, which 
began in St. Louls and ended here tonight, 
the commissioner, shippers, and the repre- 
sentatives of the railroads agreed that pres- 
ent conditions would be.relieved if a free 
interchange of cars among railroad com- 
panies could be brought about. 

This solution was first suggested by the 
shippers, was approved by Commissioner 
Prouty, and was indorsed by the railroad 
representatives today. It is understood that 
western railway lines generally favor a free 
interchange of freight cars, but that eastern 
roads.have refused to enter into such an 
agreement. . es :

After the hearing had adjourned Commis- 
sioner Prouty said: “An interchange of cars 
by all the railroads would do away with 
much of the shipping troubles.’’

Two years 
ago I decided to kill the judge and I bought 
the revolver.”’

SUIT TO TIE UP BRIDGE BIDS. 


Albert J. Scherzer Claims Specifica- 
tions for North Halsted Street 
Structure Were Unfair. 


Alleging that plans end specifications 
drawn for a structure of the bascule type 
over the river at North Halsted street were 
so worded as to destroy fair competition, Al- 
bert J. Scherzer yesterday applied to the Cir- 
cuit court for an injunction to restrain Com- 
missioner of Public Works O’Connel! and 
Bridge Engineer Pihlifeldt from letting the 
contract on the bids now in. 

Scherzer is the designer of a structure 
which he declares will cost the city much 
less than the Ericson-Trunnion type, and as- 
serts that nine-tenths of all the bascule 
bridges in the world built in the last year 
have been of the Scherzer rolling lift type. 

Scherzer says the specifications furnished 
the Scherzer Rolling Lift Bridge company 
were so framed as practically to exclude it 
from bidding. It is charged the plans are 
substantially identical with specifications on 
which the bridge over the North branch of 
the river at North avenue is being construct- 
ed on a bid of $198,000, although the cost of

EXPRESS CHARGES 


Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion Announces First In- 
quiry Under Law. 


BEARS ON PARCELS POST. 


Result of Investigation of Car- | 


* Yiers’ Rates May Infiu- 
ence Congress. 


The interstate commerce commission is 
preparing to make a thorough investigation 
into the rates charged by the big express 
companies of the cduntry for ascertaining 
whether they are excessive. Commissioner 
Franklin Lane stated yesterday that it had 
been intended to hold the first hearing at 
Washington on Dec. 28. He thought that for 
reasons which recently had developed it’ 
might be postponed a short time. Within a 
few weeks, however, hearings will be held 
at Washington and Chicago, and probably at 
New York and other points. 

The commission can only inquire into the 
reasonableness of the rates of common car- 
riers, and change them after formal com- 
plaint and hearing. Mr. Lane stated that a 
number of complaints had been received from 
all parts of the country that the rates of ex- 
press companies are éxcessive, and that, 
therefore, the commission will conduct prac- 
tically a general investigation, taking all 
these complaints up at the same time. 


First Inquiry of Express Rates. 

The inquiry regarding express rates will 
be one of the first fruits of the provision 
of the new rate law specifically making ex- 
press companies and sleeping car companies 
common carriers. Until the new haw went 
into effect on Aug. 27 the commission had 
no jurisdiction over these companies. It now 
has the same authority over them as it has 
over railways. There has been loud com- 
plaint for years that express rates were ex- 
cessive, but no body representing the gov- 


| ernment has been able to take any action 


in reference to them. 

Should the commission order reductions it 
is expected that the express companies will 
fight the matter out in the courts, and thus 
the validity of the provision of the new law 
in reference to them will be put to the test. 

That the commission will order reductions 
is confidently expected by persons who have 
compared the rates of American express 
companies with those charged for similar 
services in other countries and who are fa- 
miliar with the big dividends they have been 
enabled to declare year after year. 


May Affect Parcels Post. 


The results of the. investigation are ex- 
pected to have an important influence on the 
agitation for a parcels post, which has been 
growing in strength for several years. The 
chief argument of the advocates of the 
parcels post has been that it is impossible to 
get the express companies to carry pack- 
ages for reasonable rates. 

The rates probed at the first hearing in 
Washington will be those obtaining in the 
country radiating directly east, north, and 
south from that city, The next hearing will 
probably be in Chicago, and will relate to the 
rates in the territory tributary to this city. 
The hearing in New York will relate prin- 
cipally to rates in New England and the east. 

It is announced that the commission's in- 
vestigation of the Harriman railway com- 
bination will begin in New York on Jan. 4, 
and will be transferred to Chicago on Jan. 9. 
The date for the investigation of the Hill 
lines has not been decided upon.

country, unless the existing tariff law is kept 
up, as has been the practice in regard to the 
Philippines. Under present conditions, the 
entire Cuban sugar crop probably wauld be 
landed in this country without pay ing any 
duty and still leave enough business for the 
beet sugar men. What they fear, however, is 
that if the United States takes Cuba there will 
be such an enormous increase in the cane 
sugar production of that island with Amer- 
ican @apital that {t may #«wamp the beet 
farmers, Who are now making considerable 
money and who are just beginning to under- 
stand the best way of making a profitable 
crop. 

It is assumed that whatever tariff policy Is 
adopted for the Philippines will, before long, 
have to be adjusted in the same way to Cuba. 
The Philippines are along waysaway. Many 
of their nrethods of sugar production are old 
fashioned. «The product of those islands at 
present Is oflow grade. They are so far away 
that Ameriean capital and American men are 
not easily induced to locate over there. 

With Cuba the conditions are decidedly dif- 
ferent. A good deal of sugar land is now 
owned by Americans. and the sugar trust 
itself Is popylarly supposed to bea large pro- 
prietor of plantations in the bigisland. With 
the establishment of actual American govern- 
ment there; “with its consequent. guarantees 
of peace, and the breaking up of brigandage 
and petty revolutions, ‘there is scarcely any 
doubt that the sugar acreage of Cuba can be 
and would be increased to an enormous @x- 
tent. 

Duty on Coffee Demanded. 

This threatened competition from an Amer- 
{canized. Cuba ts being seriously considered 
by the tariff experts of congress, who think 
they see in it a serious problem which will 
have to’ be. settled before any possible at- 
tempt at revision can be undertaken success- 
fully. At the same time there is an insistent 
demand from: Porto Rico and Hawaii for an 
import duty on coffee. Porto Rico produces 
a good grade of berry and the people there 
could certainly develop a large market in 
the United States if it were not for the com- 
petition of the cheaper grades of Brazilian 
coffee, thousands upon thousands of bags of 
which are sold in this country as the best 
* Java’’ and ** Mocha.” 

The Porto Ricans insist they are entitled to 
as much protection for their own pecullar 
agricultural industry as are the beet sugar 
farmers of Michigan or Nebraska. All of the 
official reports indicate that Porto Rico never 
will become a large sugar producing country 
because of,its deficiency of low lying land. 
The hills and mountain slopes, however, 
with the general climatic conditions, are be- 
lieved to be almost ideal for the culture of 
coffee. 

Much the same conditions prevail in the 
Hawalian islands. It has never been possible 
to stimulate production of sugar out there be- 
yond a certain point, although it is heavily 
protected. The chances are, however, that 
the coffee industry can be expanded in Hawaii 
quite as readily as in Porto Rico, so that the 
ways and means committee of the house, in- 
stead of being confronted with a tariff revi- 
sion proposition, is likely to take into con- 
sideration the imposition of a tax of a few 
cents a pound on coffee, which would produce 
an adequate protection for the growers in 
Porto Rico and Hawali, who are now actually 
under the American flag and enjoy free trade 
with this country. 


Some Schedules Too High. 

In discussing tariff revision it is a notabie 
thing that even the most persistent stand- 
patters in congress, when talking confiden- 
tially, admit with the utmost freedom that 
there are schedules upon schedules in the 
Dingley tariff bill which provoke and protect 
monopoly, which are im the interests of the 
s, and which help to produce 
high prices. - But at the same time they in- 
sist that the disturbance to business from 
revision of the tariff would be much greater 
than any good which would result from re- 
vision. In many cases aiso it has been found 
that the manufacturers of the most highly 
protected articles, like steel, for instance, are 
able to go into foreign countries and underbid 
foreign manufacturers, so that they could 
still keep the competitive product out of this 
country if the tariff were reduced materially, 
provided their product is not put on the free 
list, which few people have demanded. 

But, of course, the potent argument now 
against tariff revision is political. It would 
be impossible to make a satisfactory revision 
now which would go into effect long enough 
befone the next national election to have the 
disturbance to business*disappear. Senators

to the 8,000 persons in the building, but ad- 
mitted there might be something in the ar- 
gument that they desecrated a costly govern- 
ment building. 

‘The Municipal Art league has long been 
oppssed to the refreshment and curio stands 
in the federal building,” said Secretary 
James W. Pattison. ** The beague will back 
up Congressman Mann in every possible way 
if_he is trying to have the stands refnoved. 
The leases should terminate at once.’ 

Meanwhile, people who passed in and out of 
the spacious rotunda of the federal structure 
continued to buy their leather. postal cards 
and sofa cushions, their lunches and their 
cigars at the three stands, which are con- 
trolled by A. Strat & Co,, wholesale tobac- 
conists, 232 Rardolph street. 

Patrons Block Corridors. 

During the noon hour the stand near the 
Clark street entrance was thronged with cus- 
tomerm Some were drinking coffee or soda 
waters. Others were having smal palis 
filled with coffee, for which they paid a nickel, 
Others bought lunches put up in pasteboard 
boxes. and still others were buying bottles 
of milk. Most of them were employés in the 
building. 

A crowd at the stand in the Adams street 
entrance blocked the corridor. 

The policeman who stands guard in the 
rotunda said a good many other enterprising 
persons haye asked for the one vacant corner, 

Assistant Custodian Charles Nagel was 
talking with Mise Clifford, manager of the 
stands, about Congressman Mann's resoiu- 
tion. 

“ The stands do no harm,’’ said he. ‘Ifthe 
spaces were unoccupied they would serve as 
a rendezvous for all sorts of people. Young 
men and women would meet in them, and 
they would be fouled by tobacco spitters.”’ 

Mies Clifford said the stands were an orne- 
ment to the rotunda. 


Postoffice Needs Space. 

Assistant Postmaster Hubbard said the 
postoffice could use the room occupied by 
the stands quite handily; that it was greatly 
in need of additional space on the first floor, 

Just what Congressman Mann meant by 
that. part of his resolution asking the secre- 
tary of the treasury to inform congress 
whether other parts of the federal building 
in addition to the space occupied by the 
stands was occupied by officials other than 
judges and clerks is not known, uniess he 
referred to the mastersin chancery. There 
are three of them—Henry W. Bishop, EK. B 
Sherman, and James S. Hopkins. 

Mr. Ames admitted there is continu: il de- 
mand upon him for more room. He points to 
his own contracted quarters when such ap.- 
plications are made. 


Brundage Refuses Offers. 


The federal building is the only structure 
in Chicago that permits refreshment, cigar, 
or curio venders within its limits. President 
E. J. Brundage of the county board has 
refused @ number of such applications ror 
Space in the new county courthouse. 

“ IT have received about twenty proposals,” 
said Mr. Brundage, *‘ for space in the new 
county building, some from persons now in 
business and some from politicians who 
think there are good opportunities to go 
in business. I have refused them all, tak- 
ing the ground that a public building is 
no place for such enterprises. The gov- 
ernment has spent hundreds of thousands 
of dollars om a beautiful rotunda, and is 
desecrating and cheapening it by permitting 
venders in it. The county building's lower 
corridor will be its show place, and we be- 
lieve the place for refréshmeént and other 
stands is on the outside.’’ 


Limit Pastor’s Work; Church Row.

GRO WITHOUT. HINDRANCE. 


Clibiie and’ Paliecnien See Asnatiant 
of White Women Dragged Through 
‘Town to “Death——-Lynachers : Batter 


Way Into Century Old Jall, 500 


Yards from Gov. Warfleld’s Man« 


sion, and Drag Out Prisoner—Body 
of Victim Left Exposed to Curious. 


Annapolis, Md., Dec. 21.—Henry Davis, a 
negro, who attacked a white woman near 
Igiebart's Station a week ago, was taken from 
the Annapolis jail early today and lynched 
by a mob of thirty men. 


The lynchers agsembled in Senior hall of 


St. John's college at midnight last night. 

Then they blackened their faces and donned 
masks. Some of the students who were 
awakened came down and watched the pro- 
ceedings, but did not interfere or give any, 
alarm. The collegé authorities deny that any. 
‘of the students joined the mob. 


Mob Meets No Resistance. 
About 2 
jail, and, after being denied admittance, bat- 
tered ‘down’ the door with sledgehammers. 
The jail, which is a hundred years old, is 
situated only 500 yards from the statehouse 
and the governor’s-mansion, but the lynch- 
ers met with no interferetice. After enter- 
ing the jail the lynchers foreed the warden 
‘and his assistants to give-up their prisoner. 
The appearance of Davis outside the jail 
wap greeted with yells, and he was merciless- 
ly kicked and beaten before the mob started 
for the scene of ge lynching, we9y tod half 
a mile away. 

The prisoner was dragged ttiseibeh the 
negro section of the city, but ‘no one inter- 
fered. When people appéaréd at’ the Win- 
dows they were warned to remain ‘indoors 
if they did. not want harm to come to them. 
The police permitted the mob to have its 
way, none of the officers interfering. 


Body Made a Target. 

On the way to the place of execution, a 
vacant lot on College creek, men in the mob 
repeatedly struck and kicked the negro. 
Davis was hanged after he had confessed to 
attacking the woman. While his body was 
ewaying from the limb of a tree the mob 
poured bublets- into it, crying out: “Anotaer 
white woman is avenged."’ 

The -body was left lying under the tree and, 
was viewed by hundreds this morning. Ab- 
solutely no clew to the identity of any of the 
lynchers has been found. 


Lynching a Surprise to Warfield. 

Baltimore, Md., Dec. 21.—Gov. Edwin 5S. 
Warfield, who came here today from Annap- 
olis, where he spent last night, said he knew 
nothing about the lynching until he read it 
in the newspaper extras. He added: 

“I had no intimation that any such act 
was contemplated, so I could not codperate 
in preventing it. I hope the grand jury of 
Anne Arundel county will take steps imme- 
diately to discover and punish the men who 
participated in the lawless act.”’ 


HANGING OF BOY IS GREWSOME. 


First Rope Breaks and Second Is Neces- 
sary at Execution of Missouri 
Murderer. 


Houston, Mo., Dee. 21.—The execution here 
today of Joda Hamilton, the 20 year old 
farmer boy, for the murder of five members 
of the family of Barney Parsons, a farmer, 
was a grewsome affair. Two attempts were 
necessary. before the hanging proved suc- 
cessful. 

The first rope broke, letting Hamilton drop 
to the ground, where he lay writhing. Par- 
tially conscious, he was picked up and car- 
ried a second time to the scaffold. The rope 
was nia Arles placed about the boy’s neck 
and the trap aga’n sprung.

The attending physician expressed the be- 
lief that Hamilton was fatally injured by 
the first fall and died before he dropped the 
second time.

“Common labor will be advanced 10 per 
cent a day and other day and ‘turn’ labor 
will be adjusted accordingly. Individuals 
may obtain their rates the first of the year 
through inquiry of the: timekeeper.” 

The notice was signed by William A. Field, 
general superintendent of the South Chicago 
plant. 

At the offices of the Illinois Steel company 
in the Rookery building it was learned that 
the order at the South Chicago works would 
be duplicated some time during the day at the 
Joliet, Milwaukee, and north works in Chi- 
cago. Itwas said also that the wage advance 
would apply to all office help at present re- 
ceiving less than $200 a month, 


Second Increase During Year. ° 
President E. J. Buffington is out of the city 
and is not expected back until the middle 
of next week. At his office it was said, how- 
ever, that the total amount represented in 
the general wage increase order probably 
would be close to $1,000,000 a year. The in- 
crease, it was said, is the second during the 
year, the wages’ of several thousand men 
having been advanced last February. This, 
however, was not a general advance. 
Another announcement which accompa- 
nied the wage increase order and which pro- 
duced much cheer at the various works of

Supply of Trees and. Festoons Falls 
| Short of Demand and’Prices Double 
| @s Result—Twenty-three Tons of 

Holly and Mistletoe Received from 
| South for Use. of City—-Wisconsin 

Sends Fifty-two Carleads of Ever- 
greens to Hold Gifts. 


Imagine Halsted street. throughout its en- 
tire length: of twenty-one. miles planted‘on 
both sides with Christmas trees a yerd 
apart; imagine both long rows of trees 
draped with a triple festoon of lecy ever- 
green; and imagine these festoons support- 
ing between each tree a wreath of ever~- 
green and holly, and yoy have an approximate 
idea of the quantity of greenery purchased to 
decorate the homes of Chicagoans for the 
holiday season. 

Sitice. the first week in November fitty 
carloads of trees have arrived in Chicago 
from Wisconsin and the northern peninsula; 
nearly twenty tons of holly has been re- 
ceived from Tennessee and Virginia, and 
three tons of mistletoe hayé come by express 
from Oklahoma and New Mexico. 


Festoons for 600,000: Homes. 

. Three hundred women end girls have been 
continuously engaged in. making up this 
vast amount’ of bulk material into finished 
holiday decorations for the 600,000 homes 
of Chicago, and this despite the fact that 
treep are scarce this year, only about one- 
half the usual number being harvested, and, 
in ednsequence, prices have advanced more 
than double. 

Arnold Ringter, secretary of the W. W. 
Barnard company, 161 East Kinzie street, 
said yesterday that the supply is utterly in- 
adequate, and that double the amount of 
material coyld be used were it obtainable.

WARDING OFF THE INFLUENZA. 


To borrow from the phraseology of the 
almanac makers, “About this time look 
out for influenza, bronchitis, and pneu- 
monia.” This is the one sadly solemn 
thought that mare the general effect of 
the Christmas cheer. Already the ravages 
of the winter season have come to notice 
and the complaint arises in England that 
“many notables” are in the thrall of: the 
grip, or, to quote correctly, “are sick.” 
That such notables as are associated with 


cause for wonderment, especially if their 
sickness is connected with the wave of | 
popular wrath against that body which has 
swept over the kingdom. It is specifically 
asserted, however, that the general ail- 
ment is influerza. 

Learned physicians on the other side 
have begun to issue warning bulletins and 
remedial prescriptions, the first of which 
advises the victim to “ go to bed and call 
the doctor.” Any medical prescription 
which doés not “call the doctor” is not 
sanctioned by the highest medica] author- 
ity. Then these supplementary sugges- 
tions are offered: 

Do not iiss the children; do nee associate with 
the rest of the family; do not take baths, either 
hot or cold; do not take alcoholic stimulants; eat 
only the lightest and most nutritious foods; keep 
warm and quiet and stay indoors at least a week; 
provide plenty of fresh air day and night, but 
avoid drafts. 

It may be assumed that what is good | 
advice for people on the British side of the 
Atlantic may be taken with equal solem- 
nity and confidence by those in this coun- 
try. Certainly whoever is in the tortures 
of influenza may easily resign himself to 
those privatione and self-sacrifices even 
involving family segregation and filial os- 
culation. And yet it may be affirmed that 
inasmuch as such specific orders have 
been published it is quite possible a man 
may profit by them without going to 
the trouble and expense of summoning «a 
physician It is altogether reasonable that 
one may recover from influenza without 
the aid of drugs, and bying in bed with 
plenty of fresh air in the room and good 
books at hand is not the most rigorous or 
unpleasant of treatments. Unlike Dr. 
Johnson’s Scotchman, not much can be 
made of influenza if it is caught young, 
and as bronchitis and pneumonia are often 
the result of neglect of a common case of 
grip, these recommendations appeal to pop- 
ular consideration.

Lora Barnard’s career is an extraordinary 
one. Up to the time of the death of his kins- 
man, the last duke of Cleveland, he bore the 
name of Henry Vane, and held a subordinate 
clerkship in the department of public chari- 
ties, a post which brought him a salary of 
about pn a year, beyond which he had but’ 
little else to live on. The late @uke of Cleve- 
land made no mention whatsoever of Henry 
Vane in his will, But the latter contained a 
clause bequeathing Raby castie, together 
with an income of $150,000 a year, “ to any 
person living who shall within a period of five 
years from my Geath establish his title to 
the barony of Barnard.”” Failing this, the 
Raby castle, estate, and the $150,000 a year 
were to go to Capt. Francis Forester, a fa- 
vorite kinsman of the duke, and a large bene- 
ficilary under his will, inheriting, indeed, the 
bulk of his great property. 

Henry Vane’s claims to the barony of Bar- 
nard were established to the satisfaction of 
the committee for privileges of the house of 
lords only after a considerable amount of lit!- 
gation, his pretensions being contested by 
Capt. Forester and also by Sir Frederick Mili- 
bank, father of that Henry Vane Milbank 
who came over to this country to act as sec- 
ond to his friend, H. Alsop Borrowe, in the 
duel which he was to have fought with Cole- 
man Drayton, but which tever came off. 

The claim was contested in consequence of a 
flaw in connection with the birth of Lord 
Barnaré’s father. The latter was born only 
three months after the marriage of his par- 
ents, and there was considerable doubt as to 
how long Mr. Vane had known his wife be- 
fore he married her, some of the evidence 
going to show that he became acquainted 
with her only three weeks before the wedding 
ceremony actually took place. Ultimately the 
case was decided in favor of Harry Vane, who 
thereupon was placed in possession not only. 
of the barony of Barnard, created in 1608, but

If you will write me your personal history and 
rampant puffs of your own performance I will 
copy them and send them to those sources of pub- 
lic instruction, the enlightened public press. More- 
over, I will go and sit before them daily and utter 
exclamations of admiration on every note in my 
voiee; and if anything else remaing to be done I 
will do it; but you Must not make me in any way 
responsible for the result, because it is not in the 
least likely that you will write yourself up to the 
mark of puffing as practiced here. 

Among the letters in these volumes are @ 
few from Charles Dickens, one apparently in 
answer to an invitation to breakfast, in which 
he writes: 

Shall I confess it? ' I never went out to breakfast 
in my life, except once, to Rogers’. But what I 
might have done under this temptation is a ques- 
tion forestalled by my having engaged to go down 
to Bulwer Lytton in Hertfordshire, on Monday, 
to stay a few days. 

Mrs. Browning writes to Leighton on the 
subject of a drawing he made of her husband: 

The portrait is beautiful and would satisfy me 
entirely except. for a want of strength about the 
brow, which I must write of because I can't trust 
Robert himself with the message. I think the 
brow is feeble, less massive than his, with less 
fullness about the temples. In fact, your temple is 
hollow instead af full, Will you look at it by the 
original? The eyes and mouth are exquisite. Your 
pencil hae the expressiveness of another’s brush. 
How much I thank you for having put so much of 
my husband on paper is proved by the very inso- 
lence of my criticism. 

In 1862 Leighton illustrated George Eliot’s 
“ Romola.” He writes to his father: 

I am to have for each number (it appeared in the 
Cornhill) £40; for the whole, therefore, £480. 

Then he adds: 

Miss Evans, or Mrs. Lewes, has a very striking 
countenance. Her face is large, her eyes deep set, 
her nose aquiline, her moyth large, the under jaw 
projecting rather like Charlies Quint. Her voice 
and manner are grave, simple, and genfle. There 
is a curious mixtur@ in her look; she either is or 
seems short sighted. Lewes is clever. Both are 
extremely polite to me; her I shall like much, 

George Eliot was enchanted with Leighton’s 
illustrations and writes most enthusiastically 
of them. 

As I said at the beginning these volumes, 
with their Ulustrations in color as well as 
black and white, are most gorgeous, but they 
might have been condensed to advantage.

This same hairdres#er, a genius at 
trade, was another of those amazing acci- 
cents, so to speak, which combined to frus- 
trate the queen in all she did.

It is gossip of the most Mmsidious 
variety—gossip of the sort to whieh students 
of history and of humanity have a right to 
listen, and which only a skiMful man could 
purvey.

“ King of Elba!’ ‘Chat was the title borne 
by Napoleon Bopfiparte for almost ten 
months—monthe’which have received but lit- 
tle attention “at the hands of historians. 
M. Paul Bruyer in ‘‘ NAPOLEON, KING OF 
ELBA,” now makes himself the careful his- 
torian of that episode in the life of “ the 
master of the world,”’ securing his material 
froth records and letters hitherto kept in re- 
tirement. 

The minute island of Elba lies half a day’s 
journey from Rome—has its cities, ite gov- 
ernment, of activities, innumerable holi- 
days and no little insular pride. When 
Napoleon upon his) enforced resignation of 
the empire of France , was given the oppor- 
tunity to reign over his native island of 
Corsica, he perversely chose to assume con- 
trol of affairs at the inconspicuous isle of 
Elba. His reasons for doing this were char- 
acteristic of him, betraying as they did his 
generosity and his selfishness. He was un- 
willing to assume paternal relations toward 
a “real people,” and those his particular 
countrymen, when from the first he intend- 
ed, like a captured eagle, but te_renew his 
strength for a time and regain his eyrie. 

He had the effect, however, of domiciling 
himself in perfect content at Elba. He built 
himself mo less than five houses, exercised 
a wise disciplinary power over the easy 
going people of the island, set up a court 
of grotesque imitation ceremony, and gave 
vert to his marvelous powers of construction 
in a series of improvements which all the 
negligent years have not yet been able to 


undo, 


To quote: “He bequeathed a network of 
roads to a country where it was only possible 
to travel on donkey back or mule before his 
time. He developed. its resources accord- 
ing to the laws of modern political economy. 
He taught the peasants to clear the de- 
serted territory, and to sow more corn as a 
provision against want, and left thou- 
sands of orange and mulberry trees on this 
once arid soil. He gave instructions to and 
enforced the laws of hygiene upon & people 
who wallowed in filth. He drained the peated 
swamps, the haunt of mosquitoes and fever, 
and forbade them (the people) to defile the 
¢ells. He sought out and cleared the springs 
and dug cisterns for years of drought. He 
revived the commerce of the island, initiated 
improvements in the ports and proposed to 
make Porto Ferraio a free harbor, to serve 
as a place of call and dépot for the Levan- 
tine trade. He made @ point of taking half 
of the expense in every detail of these mat- 
ters upon his own shoulders—often he paid 
for them entirely.” 

‘He also established a theater, imported 
theatrical companies, foundeda Nbrary, com> 
mandeered the furnishings of the two castles, 
made love to the wives of the neighboring 
bourgoise, kept Europe in a ferment of guess- 
ing, yed as pretty @ comedy as even 
Murat could have accused him of, and, as 
@ culmination, plunged to Paris for the 
hundred. days, and the tragedy of Waterloo. 

Never has he been Shown in a more human 


autocratic and selfcentered impulses. He 
mourned over “the France he had drained dry 
and in which there were left only ctipples 
or women bereft of their husbands.’”’ He 
longed not only for the companionship of 
his wife, but for the intellectual sympathy 
of his beautiful mistress, the Countess Wal- 
ewska. She followed him to Biba, as she had 
followed him over Europe, bringing her son 
and his with her, and unquestionably # was 
one of the most painful wrenches of Napo- 
leon’s life when prudential reasons compelled 
him to insist on her departure. » 

The growing loneliness of the’emperor was 
not eo pathetic as his mental decay, which 
revealed itself in puerilities and acts of ab- 
gurdity. 8o that undoubtedly had not destiny 
carried him on to the historic catastrophe 
he must have died @ paretic, exhausted by 
the very fervor Af his mental processes. 
Students of Napoleon's career cannot afford 
to be without this vivid and entertaining 
chapter of hés history. (Lippincott company.)

“OLD CREOLE DAYS,”. which will prob- 
ably always represent Mr, Cable at his best, 
iS out in holiday form by Charles Scribner's 
Sons. It ¢containa eight full page photo- 
gravures and fourteen smaller pictures by 
Albert Herter, who seems to have really 
caught the spirit of old New Orleans. . If 
anything were necessary to insure renewed 
interest in these delicious stories these beau- 
tiful pictures do it. It is a handsome gift 
book. 


“ DRAWINGS OF THOMAS GAINSBOR- 
OUGH,” tmported by Chariés Scribner's 
Sons, is one of that quarto sérigs, “* Draw- 
ings of the Great Masters,”’ and consists of 
forty-three sketches and a frontispiece se- 
lected from the printroom of the British mu- 
seum. Most of the drawings are but frial 
essays, the mérest outline sketches in some 
instances, but here and there we can see the 
budding idea of some of the master’s great 
works. The landscapes are usually more fin- 
ished than the portraits. Lord Ronald Suth- 
erland Gower furnishes a brief preface, and 
there are notes. 


American publshers have begun to print 
thin paper editions of standard works. T. Y, 
Crowell & Co. have issued eight poetical 
works, bound neatly in leather and printed 
in clean tfpe on paper to which some English 
publishers have accustomed us. The books 
are: “BROWNING” (selections), and 
‘* BURNS,” “* KEATS,” “ SHELLEY,”’ 
“SCOTT,” “TENNYSON,” “ LONGFEL- 
LOW,” and “ WHITTIER.” Reepenion’ 
introductions are included for Whittier and 
Longfellow, and all the volumes contain por- 
traits. The books are 44%x7\ inches only and 
about half an inch thick. 


Five handsome classics are issued in the 
new thin paper edition by T. Y. Crowell & 
Co. Theseare: -“*‘ THE COUNT OF MONTE 
CRISTO,” with an introduction by Adolphe 
Cohn; “ DON QUIXOTE,”’ with an introduc- 
tion by John Ormsby, whose translation is 
used; “‘ LES MISERABLES,” in a new trans- 
lation by Isabel F. Hapgood; Boswell’s 
*“* JOHNSON,” for which Mowbray Morris 
writes a preface; and ‘‘ THE FRENCH REYV- 
OLUTION,” by Thomas Carlyle. Each work 
is in two volumes, neatly bound in leather, 
and the books are 444x7 inches. 


Admirers of the late Sir Edward Burne- 
Jones will be glad to know that the Macmil- 
lan company has reissued his wife's ‘‘ ME- 
MORIALS OF EDWARD BURNE- 
JONES” {n one volume. The work, which 
originally appeared in two volumes, is not 
condensed or abridged in any way but its 
form. Readers of the book two years ago 
will remember the admirable taste which 
characterized the editor's work and the 
charming recollections contained therein. It 
rounds out the literature of Burne-Jones 
and his school with Holman Hunt's book and 
those of the Rossettis. 


The poetical works of the venerable Ed- 
win Oscar Gale of this city have been issued 
under the title “FALLING LEAVES.” 
While Mr. Gale cannot really be ranked as a 
poet, his verse is not without the poetic in- 
stinct occasionally, and his thought is al- 
ways marked by high idedls, kindliness, and 
optimism. The book is published privately. 


R. Katherine Beeson, principal of a Laf- 
ayette (ind.) school, has. compiled a 


“CHILD'S CALENDAR BBAUTIFYL". 
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The selections aré gathered in eight di- 
visions, representing eight years of a child’s 
life. They are nearly all good poetry, with 
a few examples of prosé, and are short 
enough for a child to memorize. (Charles 
Scribner's Sons.) 


No one in Chicago is better qualified to 
make a popular selection of poetry than 
Francis F. Browne, editor of the Dial, and 
we-are glad to see that A. C. McClurg & Co. 
have brought out a new edition, the ninth 
printing since it first appeared in 1881, of his 
**GOLDEN POEMS,” one of the best anthol- 
ogies ever issued in this country. It con- 
tains, of course, cotisiderable new poetry. 


The farmer, present or prospective, should 
be under deep oblightions to Doubleday, Page 
& Co., who are surely the farmers’ publish- 
ers. Their new series, “ The Farm Library,’’ 
has reached its second volume, “* FARM ANI- 
MALS,” by E. V. Wilcox of the United States 
department of agriculture. The general sub- 
jects treated are: Horses, mules, beef cattle, 
dairy cows, pigs, sheep, goats, and poultry. 
What Mr. Wilcox says of these farm animals 
may be taken as authoritative, based upon 
the best experience of a wide class of pro- 
ducers. Each class and breed of the animals 
is discussed in all its points, and its care, food, 
and housing are all goneintoin detail. There 
are sixty-three pages of excellent photo- 


graphs. 


L. H. Bailey, who, as instructor at Cornell 
and as editor of numerous books and maga- 
zines, has done so much to raise the dignity 
as well as the efficiency of the science of 
agronomy, has issued through the Macmillan 
company a third edition of his excellent trea- 
tise on “ PLANT BREEDING.” Since the 
first publication there has been a marked 
change of thought from the Darwinian point 
of view to that arising from definite experi- 
mental studies in species and varieties, It 
is to recognize this transition of thought 
which has caused Mr. Bailey to revise his 
work, which has come to be regarded as an 
authority along the most advanced scientific 
lines. (Macmillan company.) 


, Y¥. Crowell & Co. of New York have is- 
sued a second enlarged and revised edition 
of “IRRIGATION,” the standard work on the 
subject by F. H. Newell, whose work in the 
west has made him comie to be considered al- 
most the father of irrigation in that section. 
Since the publication of the first edition al- 
most five years ago, the reclamation act has 
been passed and the whole face of the sub- 
ject has been changed. As chief engineer of 
the reclamation service Mr. Newell is in a 
position to speak authoritatively upon irriga- 
tien. His efforts to prevent the public lands 
from falling into the hands of a few monop- 
olists, and to afford¢he real settler a chance 
to file claims, is to be commended. 


The growing thousands of those who de- 
light in reading about the beauties of nature 
will rejoice im the opportunity to procure 
an English version of Prof. Edward Stras- 
purger’s “ Streifige an der Riviera,” which 
has been made by O. and E. Comerford 
Casey. Their translation, ““ RAMBLES ON 
THE RIVIERA,” is imported into this coun- 
try by Charlies Scribner's Sons, and is one of 
the handeomest books of the season. “‘ Ram- 
ples” is rather misieading, for, although 


Prof. Strasburger knows the Riviera in al) 
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seasons and has covered every nook and cor 
her of that French fairyiand tn his rambles, 
his work is primarily a botanicél one, for 
he holds the poaition of professor of botany 
at the University of Bonn. 

Nowhere in Europe is there such a pro- 
fusion of flowers as on this bit of Mediter- 
ranean coast, and the expert botanist is in 
his glory there. Not onty the ordinary flow- 
ers of Europe flourish on the Riviera but hun- 
dreds not found elsewhere on the continent, 
subtropical flowers and plants of great va- 
riety and profusion. Prof. Strasburger’s 
book is the results of his observations @dur- 
ing no less than five journeye made at dif 
ferent seasons ard im different years. In- 
cidentally we get descriptions of the charms 
of the place, dissertations on the climate, 
but above all the botanica) features are kept 
ever im the fore, and these form the chief 
interest of the beautiful and valuable work, 
The book would have been much smaiier 
were not the professor so in love with his 
subject that he runs off into comparisons 
of the flowers and plants he finds with simi- 
lar ones elsewhere, and did he not treat us 
to histories of the various specimens, 
mingled with stories of their early discovery | 
in other lands, legends and semi-scientific 
gossip. But to the flower lover all this has 
charm and profound interest, especially as 
the author's style is engaging, eat least as 
reproduced in English. 

Hardly second to the credit due the dis- 
tinguished botanist in the production of the 
work is that due Loulse Reusch, who has 
supplied eighty-seven water color illustra- 
tions of Rowers and plants. The English 
publishers wisely had the book printed in 
Germany, where, undoubtedly, the original 
plates of these fllustration® were used, 


Mr. Hamilton W. Mabie has edited ‘a col- 
lection of myths and stories, “‘ LEGENDS 
EVERY CHILD SHOULD KNOW.” (Dou- 
bleday, Page & Co.) Among the contents are 
“ Hiawatha,” “ Beowulf,”’ ** Childe Horn,”

A STORY OF THE ITALIAN 
RENAISSANCE. 


While the Author Has Created an 
Historical Atmosphere, His Char- 
acters Do Not Always Live Up to It. 


IDOLFO, THE COMING OF THE 

DAWN,” by Egerton R. Williams 

Jr., ig a etory of the early renais- 

sance. The dawn comes to Ridolfo 

in something of the same manner 
as the poet tells us it. comes out of China— 
“up like thunder '’—so entire and sudden is 
the change in the Ridolfo of the last chapter 
from, the Ridolfo of the first. He is the type 
of despot+-being one of the Baglioni of Pe- 
rugia, ambitious for glory, enlarging his ter- 
ritory, by taxing the oppressed people till they 
can stand itne longer; he has not a spark of 
intellect beyond that of a fighter, yet in the 
end, love, which did indeed nave to exert it. 
self to work miracles, succeeds in saving 
him by the one divine spark which none but 
his wife Gismonda could perceive. Rach 
character in the book is more typical than 
real. The treacherous brother, the despot, 
tue holy monk, the wife. It is often the mis- 
fortune of an author to.create the proper 
historical atmosphere, and’ then to be unable 
to make his characters act or speak up to 
this, Mr. Willlame makes this mistake at 
times, which gives the story the effect of a 
piay—costumes, scenes and situations are 
perfectly in accord, but the speeches ring 
too modern In sentiment on tne ear for con- 
viction. 

Some truly inspiring scenes, however, Mr. 
Williams does create, by this very’sort of 
dramatic writing—es that one tn which the 
Perugians, led by the notary, demand justice 
of Ridolfo and receive murderous blows in- 
stead and the fair Gismonda is forced when 
the very flower of love seems opening to her 
to sit beside Ridolfo on a throne behind 
which sne has: perceived a dead man has been 
thrust out of sight. This is melodrama, but 
had it been treated less crudely might have 
been good symbolism. 

Harsh and crude as the book Is, it never- 
theless does give a vivid and unforgetable im- 
pression of those dark feudal times.

Elien Velvin, the author of “ BEHIND 
THE SCENES WITH WILD ANIMALS,” 
ought to win at the outset the confidence and 
admiration of boy readers by her confession 
that it has been her delight and avocation 
ever since she can remember to follow cir- 
cuses and to investigate the habits of wild 
animals. That this amusement of hers hae 
reached the dignity of serious.study is appar- 
ent from her interesting chronicles of hair- 
breadth escapes of trainers, which she has 
herself observed, or has had related to her on 
reliable authority; and also from her anec- 
diotes concerning the temper and disposition 
of different kinds of wild beasts caged in 
captivity. Her work ie illustrated by admir- 
able photographs, the value of which one 
comprehemds the more after reading her 
chapter upon the difficulties which attend 
the taking of such photographe. 

She contradicts several fallacies dear to the 
popular mind. For one thing, she declares it 
is not true that all animal trainers have a 
marvelous influence and control over other 
people, citing as an instance to the contrary 
the case of a well known trainer who was 
notably afraid not only of hie wife but also 
of the servants and of his children. Again, 
she asserts that it Is not the power of the 
human eye which controls wild animals but, 
instead, the brain and will power of the 
trainer. She tells us that animals are fed 
after performing and not before; that snakes 
are not slimy; that while many snakes hiss, 
not all do eo; and thet each rattle on a rattle- 
snake’s tafl does not stand for one year of 
‘ts Mfe, two or three joints growing some 
times in a year. 

The volume ie durably bound, and has upon 
its cover a picture of a snarling Hon, sight 
of which gives you an appetizing shiver of 
apprehension. The figure serves, likewise, as 
a warning to parents that this isn’t the kind 
of a book that a emali boy should be allowed 
to read at night.

An Interesting Pen Picture of the 
Actor and His Group of Brilliant 
Friends, Including Johnson, Reyn- 
{ olds, Burke, and Others. 


E fragrance of a. pleasant past at- 

taches to Mrs. Clement. Parson's vol- 

ume entitled “GARRICK AND HIS 

CIRCLE." (G. P. Putnam's Sons.) 

More than one modern monograph has 
concerned itself with the career of the 
greatest of English actors, and he did 
not lack either for coritemporary or sub- 
sequent biographers and half-biographers. 
But it has remained for this cultured, intel- 
ligent, and enthusiastic admirer to find a 
field in which the essayists scarcely had 
browsed. 

Her subject is not only Garrick -but his 
friends, and of both she writes now chatting- 
ly, now seriously, and nearly ayers enter- 
tainingly. 

And such a circle of friends it was! 
at the center, 
pelling, is Dr. Samuel Johnson, not old when 
first he entered into Garrick’s life, and not 
then formidable, for the two were youths 
of Litchfield” together. Nothing. stranger 
does the entire eighteenth’ céntury offer than 
this geographical bond between the giant 
of literature and the theatrical idol of the 
people. Some have believed that the link 
was one forced upon them, and that Johnson 
was jealous of the quicker success attained 
by his younger, more volatile ‘companion. 
The thunder of sarcasm and invective Which 
Johnson launched not infrequently against 
the player folk—the “ mouthers and pup- 
pets "—has given a color of truth to this 
opinion, but the bulk of actual evidence 
gathered by Mrs. Parsons certifies a lifelong 
though peppery friendship. All the world 
knows the sonorous beauty of’ the epitaph 
that Johnson wrote for the dead Garrick, 
but the same world has heard the epigrams 
which the doctor fired at the living Garrick, 
and between the two confusion of mind is 
easy. 

Mrs. Parsons has clarified this condition by 
collecting the correspondence which passed 
at different times between Johnson and his 
Litchfield friends and between Garrick and 
his Litchfield relatives. The showing is that 
each admired the other, and that neither for- 
got the day when, side by side and mutually 
penniless, they tramped out from the cathe- 
dral town to tempt the unknown fates of 
London city. 

Did ever such another pair go forth to- 
gether? In roles far apart each was to win 
the fame which cannot die while the English 
language has force to buffet the universe. 
One was for romance and one was for fact, 
and so to the end they followed their stars, 
each radiating some of brightness on the 


other. 


The Garrick circle, however, was not lim- 
ited to its center piece. It was trod by Ed- 
mund Burke, statesman and orator; by the 
great painters Gainsborough and Reynolds, 
both of whom enriched canvas with portraits 
of Garrick and his wife; by Dr. Oliver Gold- 
smith, whom Garrick admired as a poet, but 
whom, with singular blindness, he failed to 
regard as a dramatist, refusing the plays 
by which others were to profit; by Adam 
Smith, the founder of the science of political 
economy; by Sheridan, Fox, and Boswell. 

Reynolds founded The Club, of which all 
of the intimates were members, in 17638, but 
it was not until ten years later that Garrick 
was admitted, Strangely enough it was 
Johnson who refused to sanction his enroll- 
ment. He wanted a solemn sanctuary into 
which the gay little player man could not 
come. In the end, however, he capitulated 
with good grace, and when Garrick died it 
was he who ordered that the club should re- 
main in “‘ widowhood ”’ for one year, no suc- 
cessor to the artist to be admitted or con- 
sidered in that time. 

Edmund Burke, Mrs. Parsons records, pald 
Garrick the tribute of which he was proudest 
when, one night in 1777, he was listening to 
a debate in the house:of! parliament when 
the motion was made to exclude all persons 
from the visitors’ galleries. All departed but 
Garrick, who had the temerity to remain. 
A member rose to protest, but Burke inter- 
vened and ‘“ appealed to all the members 
present whether it would be fair or just to 
exclude from their debates the first living 
master of eloquence, in whose school they 
all had been taught the art of speaking and 
the elements of rhetoric.”’ 

The house voted that “ the stranger should 
remain.” 

Inside the outer circle of the world of so- 
ciety and of public lights were the two inner 
circles in which, perforce, the actor lived 
and worked his daily life—the circle of the 
theater and of the home. 

Mrs. Parsons has neglected neither. Gar- 
rick the actor moved in a little world peopled 
by Peg Woffington, Kitty Clive, George Anne 
Bellamy, Mrs. Abingdon, the pompous Quin, 
the handsome Barry, Mrs. Cibber, Samuel 
Foote, and Macklin. The adorable Peg was 
a popular actress when Garrick made his 
first appearance behind the footlights. Kitty 
Clive and George Anne Bellamy were his 
pupils, Foote and Barry his rivals. 

Small. wonder, Garrick's tolerant com- 
mentator thinks, that the lively, light heart- 
ed young actor signalized his stage entrée 
by falling recklessly in love with the Wof- 
fington. The adventure was one the actress 
herself found palatable, and it is recorded 
how for two years the pair kept house to- 
gether, one paying the expenses of one month 
and the other of the next. Garrick, narrates 
Mrs. Parsons, wanted to marry Peg, but she 
did not want to be bound by the ring. Then 
she tired or he tired, and the partnership 
was broken, never to be rejoined. 

Real love was to come to the actor and be 
a lifelong solace, and how it came ifs deftly 
related, spiced out with the touch of mystery

which always has cloaked the early history. 


of Eiva Violette, convent educated abroad, a 
court dancer before she came to England, a 
public dancer afterwards, the protégée of 
nobility, of unknown parentage, beautiful, 
and gentle tempered. 

The marriage between Garrick and his 
charmer took place on June 22, 1749, and 
Lady Burlington gave her ward away. The 
actor died on Jan. 20, 1779. Though thirty 
years a wife, Mrs. Garrick was to live for 
forty-three years a widow. She died in 1822, 
09 years of age, speaking softly the name of 
“her Davy.” 

One of the many records of professional 
admiration is unusually worth the record 
which Mrs. Parsons has dug from the dust 
of an old letter file. It is from Kitty Clive to 
Garrick, written after her retirement and 
when his own was approaching. 

‘*In the height of the public admiration for 
you,” she writes, feelingly, “when you were 
never mentioned with any other appellation 
but the Garrick, the charming man, the fine 
fellow, the delightful creature, both by men 
and ladies—when they were admiring every- 
thing you did and everything you scribbled— 
at this very time I was a living witness that 
they did not know half your perfections.. I 
have seen you with your magical hammer in 
your hand, endeavoring to beat your ideas 
into tue heads of creatures who had none; 
I have seen you with lamblike patience en- 
deavoring to make them comprehend you. 
By this, your great labor and pains, the 
public was entertained. They thought they

The-best news that has come to local 
yachtsmen since the season on the lake 
closed was announced yesterday, when it 
became known that Spray, the champion 
twenty-one footer of the great lakes, had 
become the property of a Chicago man. The 
crack Lipton oup racer has been purchased 
by Commodore Fred A. Price of the Chicago 
Athletic association's yachting department, 
and next season it will fly the cherry circie 
burgee of the Michigan avenue club. 

Rivalry for possession of the Detroit yacht 
has been keen ever since Owner Herman 
Schmidt of the City of the Straits announced 
it for sale a few weeks ago, and it is said 
Mr. Price was successful only after he had 
offered a figure close to that asked for 
building a new craft. The purchase of the 
yacht by the commodore of the ©. A. A. 
makes it certain that that organization will 
not build a defender of the cup during 
the winter, as Mr. Price announces that he 
will proceed to form a syndicate of ciub 
aoe and race again for the trophy with 

ay. 

Last summer the C. A. A. celebrated its 
entry into the sailing game by winning the 
Lipton cup with its yacht Cherry Circle, of 
which Price was managing owner. It is 
conceded by local amateur sailors that a 
great deal of the credit for the victory be- 
longs to George R. Peare, who was skipper 
of the mahogany boat in all its races, and it 
is said to be more than likely that the 
Englishman will hold the stick on Spray in 
next summer's Lipton event. 

Spray will, without doubt, prove the most 
valuable addition the local. yachting feet 
has received in several seasons, as the boat 
has proven itgelf a marvel of speed in ail 
kinds of weather, and has been pronounced 
by naval architects the fastest yacht ever 
built in the class. The boat has been seen 
in action in Chicago, having competed for 
the Lipton cup in 1004 against eight others. 
In that series Ste. Claire, also of Detroit, 
was the winner and Spray was second. The 
latter named outclassed Ste. Claire, and lost 
the cup principally through poor handling. 

Ever since it was built Spray has won con- 
sistently from the best boats on the lakes, 
and former owner Schmidt has taken more 
first prizes with it tham have ever falien to 
a boat of any class in the west. Commodore 
Price expects to go to Detroit next week, 
where he will make the final arrangements 
for taking over r the yacht.

New York, Dee, .21.—-R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will say: 

“Increased traffic difficulties, freight 
blockades, and shortage of motive power not 
only retard business but threaten serious 
results at some western points. Most indus- 
trial work is maintained at the maximum, 
mills and factories having s0 many con- 
tracts for next year’s delivery that inven- 
tories receive little attention. 

‘ Scarcely any change is recorded in prices 
of iron. In some eastern markets the week 
has brought out contracts for delivery in the 
closing months of 1907. In rails the mills re- 
port about two-thirds of next year’s total out- 
put already sold. 

‘*In the primary markets for textile goods 
selling agents are utterly unable to arrange 
shipments ‘as requested. Much business has 
been done-in staple dress goods for delivery 
next fall. 

‘‘ Footwear producérs report exceptionally 
good business. Most eastern factories have 
orders covering full activity for several 
months. 

“ Liabilities of commercial failures thus 
far reported for December amounted to 
$5,708,827, of which $8,434,880 were in manu- 
facturing, $2,118,244 in trading, and $150,753 , 
in other commercial lines.”’

Known movements of money for the week 
indicate that the New York banks have 
gained $6,158,700. Of this amount $5,436,000 
was gained from the subtreasury and $722,700 
from the interior. 

This is the best bank statement forecast 
that has been issued in weeks and is due 
presumably to the wo of Secretary 
Shaw’s relief plan. All the secretary 
has provided for the release of $30,000,000 
treasury funds, by means of increased de- 
posits, anticipated interest, and bond re- 
demptions. 

The New York money market was consid- 
erably easier yesterday and stocks closed 
firm. The bank showing today should be 
a greatly improved exhibit, and apparently 
the deficiency in the excess reserve will be 
overcome. : ‘ : 

But, while money at 12 per cent is easier 
than money at 25, still the 12 percent rate 
is not one to en speculation on the 
bull side. Sentimentally it was so much bet- 
ter than the quotations of' the previous day 
that the stock market was reasonably cheer- 
ful, though dull. 


Claims Ice Deal Is Certainty. 

The newly organized Western Ice company 
has secured control of the Knickerbocker Ice 
company, according to an official) announce- 
ment made yesterday by Thomas, Maclay & 
Co. of New York, the company’s fiscal agents. 
The announcement says the egente have re- 
ceived promises from enough of the Knicker- 
bocker stockholklera to remove all questions 
as to their ability to carry the plan through. 

“Tt is intended,” says the announcement, 
“that the! Western Ice company, which hes 
an authorized capital of $15,000,000 and an 
authorized issue of $30,000,000 of general and 
eollateral mortgage 5 per cent gold bonds, 
shall be @ controlling factor in the ice busi- 
ness not only in Chicago but in other cities 
of the middle west. Negotiations are under 
‘way now which are designed to enable the 
company to control the trade in a large ter- 
ritory.’’ 

Under the terme offered, the holders of pre- 
ferred stock of the Knickerbocker company 

will receive $90 im bonds at. par and $25 in 
fully paid up stock at par of the Western Ice 
company for each share of preferred of the 
Knickerbocker. For each share of common 
stock in. the Knickerbocker $80 in bonds and 
$45 in stock of the Western Ice company will 
be paid. 

Both Chicago and New York minority 
stockholders have raised objections to these 
terms as giving them securities worth in the 
market less than those they now hold. 


Boxboard Pian. 


The plan of the Barber management of the 
tTnited Boxboard and Paper company, which 
is sought to be enjoined, proposes to liquidate 
the $850,000 floating debt. The plan provides 
for the organization of a new corporation 
under the laws of New Jersey, to be known as 
the American Boxboard company, which 
Shall take over and pay for all right, title 
and equity of the United Boxboard and Paper 
company with 42,950 shares of the American 
Strawboard company, subject to the lien of 
the collateral trust mortgage under which 
the shares are deposited, and also 1,975 addi- 
tional shares of American Strawboard stock 
owned by the United Boxboard and Paper 
company, together with $562,500 general 
mortgage bonds of the United company. The 
purchase price is $850,000, the amount re- 
quired to liquidate the United company’s 
floating debt. 

By the terms of the agreement ift is pro- 
vided that the American Boxboard company 
shall assume and agree to pay the principal 
and interest upon bonds of the United com- 
pany amounting to $1,302,400, which are now 
outstanding. 

The United company has issued a circular 
to stockholders advising them of their privi- 
lege to subscribe for the stock of the Amer- 
fean company at par.: This company will 
have an authorized capital of $2,501,000, of 
which $2,500,000 will be offered to United Box- 
board stockhoiders of record Dec. 28. Sub- 
scriptions will be payable, 10 per cent on Jan. 
10, 1907; 10 per cent on April 10; 10 per cent 
on July 10, and 4 per cent on Oct. 10. The 
remainder is to be paid at such time there- 
after as the directors of the American Box- 
board company’may determine. 

In connection wita the announcement there 
is issued ‘a financial statement of the United 
Boxboard and Paper company which shows 
its earnings combined with those of its sub- 
sidiary companies for the first ten monthsof 
1906 produced a net profit of $441,378. The 
management estimates that the net profits 
for the full year of 1906 will be $581,000, which 
compares with net profits of $302,376 for the 
year 1905. 

The right to subscribe to American Box- 
board stock expired on Dec. 12. 

The plan was not favorably received by 
the stock exchange.
